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To His Excellency^ John Young Brown, 

Governor of Kentucky : 

The Railroad Commissioners, in compliance with the law, sub- 
mit their report for the year 1892, being the thirteenth annual 
report of the Commission. 

The present Commissioners were appointed and qualified on 
the 24th day of May, 1892, and this report embraces but about 
six months of their actual service in and knowledge of the 
affairs of the oflSce. 

The new organic law of this State, adopted and promulgated 
in the year 1891, makes the Railroad Commission a constitu- 
tional body, and requires that the successors to the present 
Commissioners shall be elected at the November election in 1895, 
for a term of four years. 

During the six months of service of the present Commission- 
ers various complaints of shippers have been heard, and most 
of them satisfactorily adjusted ; a thorough inspection of nearly 
all the important railroad lines, their rolling stock, depots and 
terminals has been made, and the valuation of the railroad 
properties for taxation fixed. 

The latter undertaking was attended with unusual difficulties, 
and its conclusion delayed, owing to the change by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the revenue law, the new law taking effect 
November 11, 1892, after this Board had been engaged upon 
the assessment some weeks, and the Attorney-General giving 
the opinion that the Commissioners should be governed in the 
completion of their labors by the new law. 
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The opinion of the Attorney-General in this matter was ob- 
tained by the following correspondence :

Dear Sir : The Board of Railroad Commissioners met at its 
office in Frankfort on the first Monday in October, 1892, as pro- 
vided by law, for the pnrpose of beginning the annual assess- 
ment of railroad property. Not having yet completed the 
assessment, and in view of the recent legislation upon the sub- 
ject of railroad and railroad bridge properties, which became a 
law on the 11th day of November, 1892, we respectfully ask 
your official opinion, first, as to which act of the General As- 
sembly should govern this Board in the assessment of railroad 
and railroad bridge properties for the year 1892. Second, what 
character of bridges are included in the term railroad bridges 
which should be assessed for taxation by this Commission ? 
The reports of the various railroads to the Auditor, as well as 
to this Board, from which the assessments are now being made, 
were made as of date July 1, 1892.

Dear Sir : In response to your communication of the 18th 
inst.. I desire to say that, in answer to your first question, I have 
concluded that the act of the General Assembly that should 
govern the Board in the assessment of railroad properties for 
the year 1892, is the act which became a law on the 11th day of 
November, 1892. 

Your second question has given me great trouble in coming 
to a conclusion satisfactory to myself, but, upon'consideration 
of the entire act of November 11th, and all the authorities I 
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can find apoa the subject, I am iaclined to the opinion that the 
character of bridges included in the term ''railroad bridges" 
are bridges owned and operated by railroad companies. This 
would exclude independent corporations owning bridges whether 
or not the railroads were operated from these bridges, and tolls 
taken from railroads, in common with other persons, natural 
and artificial, using the bridges.

REPORTS OF THE RAILROAD COMPANIES. 

The Commissioners were primarily greatly delayed in making 
the assessment by a failure of a number of the railroad compa- 
nies to promptly make the reports required by law. Many of 
them were several weeks late, and a few have made no reports 
whatever, except to the Auditor. The Commissioners are loth 
to insist upon an enforcement of the penalty which has been 
fixed by the statute for such negligence, but are resolved to 
avail themselves the coming year of every means of obtaining 
such information as is necessary to intelligently and properly 
arrive at a correct valuation of the vast interests placed in their 
hands for assessment. 

In this connection it should be said, furtherYnore, that many 
of the reports made by the railroad companies are incomplete, 
important inquiries made in the blanks f urnished^by the Com- 
mission being ignored. To have returned these reports and de- 
manded that they be made more specific would have delayed 
the collection of the taxes, and, except in special cases of the 
grossest negligence, this was not done, though a vast corres- 
pondence was conducted with the chief officers of the compa- 
nies with reference to essential details ; but it is proposed by 
the Commissioners to hereafter demand a literal fulfillment of 
the requirements of the law in this respect. 

It is remarkable that with the larger companies, upon which 
naturally greater work devolved in making reports to the Com- 
mission, there was the least trouble. The chief officers of these 
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corporations showed a most cheerful disposition to afford the 
Board all the information that could be desired. Their appre- 
ciation of the importance of this duty is highly commendable, 
and it illustrates the wisdom of their management. 

The greatest defects in the reports were found in those re- 
quired to be made by the railroad companies to the State Audi- 
tor of the length of theij main track, and a description and 
valuation of their ''other property" in the common school 
districts, as required by the Statute, approved April 2, 1890. 
Prom a large number of companies rio school district reports 
were received whatever. Others made only partial returns. 
The law requires the county school superintendents to report 
the boundaries of the school districts to the railroad companies. 
In cases of omission, the railroad officials claimed that the 
county superintendents had failed to send them the necessary 
boundaries, or that the lines described were so vague and indefi- 
nite, and of Such ancient date, they were unable to locate them. 
A number of school superintendents whom the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction (who was most diligent in aiding the Com- 
mission in this matter) reminded of their duty, replied that they 
had repeatedly furnished the necessary boundaries to the rail- 
road officers. It was manifestly a mistake to divide the respon- 
sibility in this matter. The law should be amended, requiring 
the railroad companies to ascertain, in their own way, the in- 
formation necessary to make proper reports as to school districts. 
It is again noteworthy that upon the larger systems of railroads, 
covering hundreds of miles, the school district reports are fairly 
complete, while some of the smaller companies claim they are 
unable to give any such information. This is a matter of too 
great importance to the common schools of the State to be al- 
lowed to pass over another year without remedy. However, the 
number of school districts that will realize taxes from railroads 
this year is materially increased over last year. 

INSPECTION. 

Beginning in the month of August and throughout September 
the Commissioners were engaged in inspecting the railroad lines 
preliminary to the work of valuation and equalization. The 
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importance of these annual inspections can not be overestimated. 
It is essential to an adequate knowledge of the property which 
the Commissioners are called upon to value, and brings them 
into a close relation and sympathy with their work. They are 
furthermore thus given a convenient opportunity of coming in 
contact with the shippers at important points, and having their 
views upon the management of railroads, thus facilitating the 
consideration of complaints and grievances frequently brought 
to the attention of the Commission. 

The inspection this year was as thorough as existing condi- 
tions would admit of, but the Commission found the contingent 
fund at their disposal grossly inadequate to cover the cost of 
the tour. After drawing upon their i)rivate funds to a consider- 
able extent the Commission were compelled to discontinue the 
inspection without visiting and examining a few of the shorter 
and less important lines. The inadequacy of the contingent 
fund was due to the fact that the Commission this year insisted, 
against the protest of the railroad officials in nearly every 
instance, upon paying their fares, in compliance with that well 
advertised provision of the new Constitution. However, the 
new corporation bill, which will no doubt become a law at an 
early day, provides for the payment of the necessary traveling 
expenses of the Commission, and the inspection the coming year 
can, therefore, be made more thorough and satisfactory. 

The railroad officials extended to the Commission the use of 
their observation cars on the inspection tour, and evidenced a 
disposition to furnish all information that could be desired 
relative to their properties. The Commission were aided in 
making careful notation of each piece of property by the 
reports made by the companies to the State Auditor, copies of 
which were furnished for use on the trip. * 

While there have been virtually no new railroad lines built 
or extensions of great importance made during the past year, 
the general physical condition of the railroads has been much 
improved by costly work in the way of stone and gravel ballast, 
new ties, new and heavier rails, culverts and trestles renewed or 
tilled in, new iron bridges built, tunnels enlarged and secured 
by perfect masonry, safety devices adopted and new rolling 
stock. 
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The best pieces of road bed inspected were the Louisville and 
Nashville main stem, Henderson Division, of the L. and N., 
Kentucky Central main line, and the Maysville and Big Sandy. 
These lines are in a high state of physical perfection. The 
greatest improvement of any line, however, was the Cincinnati 
Division of the L. and N. In the past two years a vast sum of 
money has been expended upon rock ballast, new ties and rails, 
easement curves, trestles and bridges, on this line. There is a 
great difference in the sense of security of the passenger, as 
well as in the cost of operating this division since these improve- 
ments were made. ' 

In point of superior rolling stock equipment, safety de- 
vices, gradual abolition of grade crossings and heavy and sub- 
stantial work on tunnels, the Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific leads, and its general physical condition is very 
fair. Extensive improvements are being put upon the Louisville 
Southern, and mistakes of original construction rectified. 

The heaviest work and most radical improvement now being 
made on any line is that on the Chesapeake, Ohio and South- 
western, and it must be said, none needed it so much. This 
important line had been allowed to run down to a wretched con- 
dition, but the work of replacing the old fifty-pound iron rails 
with heavy steel ones, the great number of new ties with rock 
and gravel ballast being supplied, and the rebuilding of trestles 
and bridges, will, by the fall of 1893, make this a thoroughly 
first-class line ; and such is the declared intention of the man- 
agement. 

The Ohio Valley, which is now owned and operated by the 
Newport News and Mississippi Valley company, will also re- 
ceive immediate attention in this respect. It was in a low phys- 
ical condition at the time of inspection, although an important 
iron bridge' across Tradewater river had been rebuilt, and the 
motive power and rolling stock improved. In the opinion of 
the Commission the trestles on this line can not receive too 
early attention. The line south of Princeton recently leased to 
the Ohio Valley by the L. and N. (being 20.6 miles of what has 
heretofore been known as the Clarksville and Princeton division 
of the L. and N.) is in remarkably good condition for a line 
having no stone or gravel ballast. New 58i pound steel rails 
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were laid upon this line jast prior to the transfer. The exten- 
sion from Gracey to Hopkinsville — ten. miles in length — one of 
the few pieces of new road built iu 1892, was only finished Au- 
gust 1st, and had not been ballasted at the time of inspection. 

The Padncah, Tennessee and Alabama Railroad, for a new 
line, is in remarkably good condition. It is ballasted, in part, 
with a fine quality of gravel found upon its own right of way. 
The same gravel is being shipped in large quantities to Illinois 
and Missouri, and used for ballast on railroads in those States. 
The P., T. and A. has been extended to Lexington, Tenn., where 
^t intersects the Tennessee Midland, a railroad owned and 
operated by the P., T. and A. people. Solid trains are being 
run between Padncah and Memphis via these lines. It is 
the ultimate intention to extend the P. T. and A. to Birming- 
ham, Ala. This company has built an incline from the river at 
Padncah, and has formed such trafDc arrangements with the 
Padncah and St. Louis road, which has its terminal opposite 
Padncah, that the bulk of the freights now transferred across 
the Ohio at this point are between these two lines, thus seri- 
ously interfering with the business of the Padncah Union Depot 
Company, which established a few years ago a connection with 
the St. Lonis road by river transfer. 

The Mobile and Ohio and Illinois Central roads had great 
difficulty with high water last winter and spring, but succeeded 
in holding their own, and are in fair condition. 

The Owensboro and Nashville is maintained in excellent 
physical condition for a road of its class. 

Much needed practical work has been done upon the Owens- 
boro, Falls of Rongh and Green River road, and exceptionally 
fine tenninals have been secured for it in Owensboro. This 
line is now being extended from Fordsville, Ohio county, to 
Horse Branch, a station on the Chesapeake, Ohio and South- 
western road, in the same county, a distance of about fifteen 
miles. The new line is being rock ballasted as last as it is built. 
This extension will be completed about May, 1893, when the 
Chesapeake, Ohio and Southwestern management will take 
charge of it and run solid trains between Owensboro and Louis- 
ville on a schedule to compete with the Louisville, St. Louis 
and Texas. 
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The latter line, which has been using the C, O. and S. W. track 
from West Point to Louisville, a distance of twenty miles, and 
running its trains into the Seventh street station, Louisville, is 
now constructing an independent line from Howard, one mile 
west of West Point, to Strawberry, a station on the main stem 
of the L. and N. eificht miles from Louisville, and upon comple- 
tion of the extension, the L., St. L. and T. trains will run into 
the Union station at Tenth and Broadway, Louisville. This ex- 
tension is about fifteen miles in length, and will be finished 
early in the spring. It will cross Salt river at the brow of the 
hill, a quarter of a mile above the C, 0. and S. W. crossing, 
and its bridge will be at a sufficient height to avoid the 
necessity of a draw. The general physical condition of the L., 
St. L. and T. is fair, the Hue being about half ballasted with 
stone. With the exception of the Maysville and Big Sandy, its 
grades are the lightest of any road in Kentucky. The company 
still maintain their boast of never having had a passenger car 
wheel off the track. 

The Louisville, Hardinsburg and Western, now operated as a 
branch of the L., St. L. and T., is forty-six miles in length, 
running from Irvington, the L., St. L. and T. junction, to 
Pordsville» with spurs to Hardinsburg and Palls of Rough, two 
and five miles in length, respectively. This line was cheaply 
built and has very heavy grades, but is enabled to readily 
handle all the business afforded by the present state of develop* 
ment of its territory. 

The Knoxville Branch and Cumberland Valley Division of 
the L. and N. are maintained in good condition, though these 
lines, especially the latter, show a very material loss of busi- 
ness as compared with last year, due to the general depression 
in the iron industry, and in the "boom" towns of ^Eastern 
Kentucky and Tennessee, after the speculative excitement of 
the previous two years. 

The Middlesborough Belt Railroad has proved a great disap- 
pointment to its owners, and a considerable portion of it has 
been virtually abandoned for the time. The business antici- 
pated for the Lexington Passenger and Belt Road failed in 
large part to materialize, warranting a material reduction in the 
assessed valuation of the previous year. 
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Tbe Elizabethtown, Lexington and Big Sandy, since it passed 
into the Cliesapeake and Ohio management, has been put in 
good condition, and the Ashland Coal and Iron Company's rail- 
road is maintained at its usual excellent standard. 

The Ohio and Big Sandy Line has been changed between Wal- 
bridge and Richardson by the building of a new road 15.70 
miles in length, the route from Walbridge to Peach Orchard 
having been abandoned, the rails having been in large part 
taken up. The new line is from Walbridge to Richardson, by 
quite a different route. This change was made necessary owing 
to the faulty construction of the original line, the owners of the 
road finding it wonld be more economical to build a new line 
rather than incur the expense of renewing the trestles every 
few- years on the old one. The old track between Richardson 
and Peach Orchard is still used, making the latter point now 
the last station on the line. 

The Ohio, Kentucky and Virginia, extending from Richard- 
son to the coal fields of Johnson county, a distance of 8.60, is 
still operated only to carry out the coal on the line, trains run- 
ning about two days in the week. 

The Kentucky Midland, Kentucky Union, Richmond, Irvine, 
Nicholasville and Beatty ville, and other roads of their class, are 
maintained in the condition usual for such lines. 

It is gratifying to be able to report that no species of railroad 
property in this State has been allowed to go to wreck in the 
past year, while the most extensive and expensive improvements 
have been put upon a number of lines. This in spite of the 
fact that some lines showed a large loss of business, and the 
general average traffic being about the same as last year, while 
investors found no encouragement to construct new lines. 

CONSTRUCTION. 

The actual construction of railroads in this State during the 
past fiscal year was quite inconsiderable, and the prospect for 
the coming year is but little better. The general reasons for 
this cessation of railroal building in Kentucky, the stringency 
of the financial market the latter part of 1891 and early in 1892, 
and the depressions in business in the sections of the State 
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which have recently been considered most condacive to develop- 
ment, do not fully account . for the stagnation in this great 
industry. Some States have been so completely covered by rail- 
road lines that further construction is not warranted, but not so 
in Kentucky. We have yet room, considered from the stand- 
point of territory, population and resources of the country, for 
many hundreds of miles of additional railroad. 

There were built in this State (meaning fiscal years ending 
June 30) in 1886, 111 miles ; in 1887, 190 miles ; in 1888, 302 
miles ; in 1889, 242 miles ; in 1890, 168 miles ; in 1891, 20 miles ; 
in 1892, 16.5 miles. Since the close of the last fiscal year there 
have been completed about 46 miles, and the prospect is that the 
present fiscal year will show a construction of about 90 miles. 
None of this, however, is any part of a new line, but consists 
merely of short extensions of old lines and short coal roads. 

Leading railroad officials of the State claim that capital seek- 
ing investment in the construction of railroads will shun Ken- 
tucky until the new Constitution has been modified, or until 
time shows that it is not so hostile to public enterprise as 
is claimed by many. Railroad capitalists may be undnly 
alarmed, but it is undeniably true that during the agitation 
incident to the adoption of the new Constitution and the 
framing of the new revenue law by the present General Assem- 
bly they have declined to consider further investments in this 
State. We maintain, however, that the narrow spirit of fanat- 
ical hostility to railroads, (aroused by the most profligate abuse 
of the legislative power in the interest of corporations in the 
past), which these gentlemen so feared, has not prevailed with 
the majority of the Assembly, and a law has been enacted under 
which the railroad interests will be required to pay all, but only 
their just proportion of the public burthen, and that with a 
year or two's experience they will be fully assured of this fact, 
and feel safe to resume their development of the rich and long 
neglected resources of this great Commonwealth. 

Of the construction mentioned as having been completed 
during the last fiscal year, 15.70 miles was the rebuilt portion 
of the Ohio and Big Sandy, which was received from the con- 
tractors in May last. This, however, was included in the com- 
putation of the total mileage for the State reported by the 
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Commissioners last year. Eighty one- hundred ttis of a mile 
were bailt by the Ohio Yalley at Princeton, connecting its line 
with the leased portion of the Clarksville and Princeton road 
rnnning to Gracey, in Christian coanty. The ten-mile extension 
from Gracey to Hopkinsville has been completed since the close 
of the fiscal year. 

The Norfolk and Western has built a half mile of road 
through Kentucky soil, but it nowhere appears on the face of 
the earth. Running through West Virginia up the Tug Pork of 
the Big Sandy, this company were required to construct a tun- 
nel, 2,600 feet of which is in Kentucky. The trains enter the 
tunnel in West Virginia and go out in West Virginia, but for 
this distance run through Kentucky. 

The Kinnoconick and Freestone road, a feeder to the Mays- 
ville and Big Sandy, has been extended since the first of July 
thirteen miles further through Lewis county into Carter coanty, 
making the total length of the line now twenty-two miles. 

A road three miles long has been built from the Knoxville 
Branch at Altamont, Laurel county, by the Altamont and 
Manchester Railroad Company. It is .their purpose to ultimately 
extend it to Manchester, Clay county. For the present it will 
be operated as a coal road. 

The Birdeye Coal Company have built a line seven miles long 
from the Knoxville Branch, near Jellioo, to their coal mines. 

The Portsmouth (O) Fire Brick Company have constructed a 
line seven miles long, extending from Tygart station, on the 
E., L. and B. S. railroad, in Carter coanty, to afire-clay deposit, 
in Carter county, which they own, situated about the headwaters 
of the South fork of the Tygart creek. They have been wait- 
ing for some months for the General Assembly to pass the 
corporation bill, under which they will have authority to con- 
demn land for right of way and further extend their line. 

The Beattyville and Winchester Railroad, seven miles long, 
has recently been completed from a point on the Kentucky 
Union Railroad, down Kentucky river to Beattyville. It is pro- 
posed to extend the line further into the coal-fields west of 
Beattyville in the next few months. This line was built without 
any subsidies. Every stockholder has received first mortgage 
bonds to the full amount of his subscription, and the line has

been leased to solvent parties for the year 1893, who have con- 
tracted to operate and keep it in repair and pay six per cent, 
on the bonds, of which there are $20,000 to the mile. Some of 
these bonds have been sold at par. 

The Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company have awarded 
the contract for the construction of a twelve-mile road, to be 
called the '*Log Mountain" branch, up Clear creek« in Bell 
county, leaving the Cumberland Valley Division near Pineville. 
It is expected to have it in full operation by June 1, the route 
having been surveyed in the fall. 

The road is intended to develop the properties of the Log 
Mountain Coal, Coke and Timber Company, which have 26,000 
acres along Clear creek. This company are opening the Bear 
creek cannel coal mines, and expect to be able to ship 400 to 
500 tons a day by the time the line is opened, the vein being 
forty-seven inches, the thickest in the United States. 

The N. N. and M. V. Company are surveying a line from 
Hodgenville to Scottsville, and declare their intention of ex- 
tending the Elizabethtown and Hodgenville Railroad, which 
they own, from Hodgenville to ScottsvilJe, to connect with 
Chesapeake and Nashville, a line twenty-six miles long, run- 
ning from Scottsville to Gallatin, Tenn. General Echols, Pres- 
ident of the N. N. and M. V. Company, is receiver of the 
Chesapeake and Nashville. The distance from Hodgenville to 
Scottsville is ahnrit .rty miles. The line will run about ten 
miles above Munfordsville, and probably go through Glasgow. 
The objective point is Nashville, which will be reached by an 
extension of twenty-one miles from Gallatin. This would give 
a competing line with the L. and N. between Louisville and 
Nashville, and is the most important piece of railroad work 
under contemplation for 1893 in this State. 

The Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific Company have 
a corps of engineers making a survey along the Cumberland 
river from a point near Burnside to Burksville, a distance of 
about forty miles. The L. and N. Company once contemplated 
an extension of the Glasgow Branch to Burksville, but seeming 
to have abandoned it, the C, N. 0. and T. P. Company have 
been prevailed upon to consider the development of this terri- 
tory. 
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The extensions of the Louisville, St. Louis and Texas, the 
Ohio Valley^ and the Owensboro, Falls of Rough and Green 
River Railroad, were mentioned in connection with the report 
-of the inspection of those lines on a preceding page. 

The Louisville Terminal Railway, a belt line ten miles in 
length around the city of Loaisville, is now in course of con- 
struction, about four miles being completed. It will be operated 
by electricity. The Kentucky and Indiana Bridge Company 
are also preparing to operate their suburban trains by elec- 
tricity. 

The Indianapolis, Rockport and Chattanooga Railroad Com- 
'pany are only waiting on the new corporation bill to begin con- 
demning property for the right of way for their line from a 
point on the Ohio river opposite Rockport, Ind., to Owensboro, 
a distance of nine miles. At Owensboro they expect to form a 
traflSc arrangement with the Owensboro and Nashville Railroad, 
or the Owensboro and Falls of Rough. 

The extension of the Richmond, Nicholasville, Irvine and 
Beattyville road from Irvine to Beattjrville is promised. This 
is a distance of thirty-five miles. The grading was partly done 
before the road went into the hands of a receiver, when it was 
suspended, but arrangements are now being made to continue 
the work. 

The Kentucky Midland's talked-of extension from Frankfort 
^ong the Kentucky river to a connection with the Louisville 
^Southern, a distance- of ten miles, is also mentioned as among 
the prospects. This would give Frankfort another line to Louis- 
ville. This road has also surveyed fifty miles from Paris into 
Morgan county, passing *throagh Owingsville. 



DEPOTS. 

The character and conditions of the railroad depots in this 
State are not, as a rule, commendable. At many points they 
are wretched. It is pleasing to note, however, a tendency to 
build a better class of stations. The new union station of the 
L. and N. at Loaisville is now complete, and has been in use for 
several months. It is a wonderf al structure in many respects,

and will long be a monument to the enterprise of the company 
that constmoted it. 

The O. and N. Company have this year abandoned the old! 
rookery so long ased in Owensboro, and built a handsome stone- 
passenger depot and a large freight depot jost outside the city 
limits. 

The Cincinnati Southern have built a large and commodious* 
frame passenger depot at Lexington, with apartments for the- 
diTision officers of the company on the second floor. 

Ths C. and O. Company are proposing to build a fine new 
depot at Ashland at a cost of $26,000. 

MILEAOE. 

It has been exceedingly difficult to arrive at the exact mileage- 
of railroads in this State, owing to the conflicting reports made- 
by the companies fro^m year to year. No two reports of the- 
Railroad Commissioners of previous years agree as to this mat- 
ter. It seems quite extraordinary that these variations sbonldi 
occur year after year, and that different officers of the same- 
line should sometimes contradict each other in their reports to- 
the Auditor of Pablic Accounts and to the Railroad Commis- 
sion npon this most essential point. It is our observation that 
there is a growing tendency towards shrinkage in mileage, yet 
the reports that come to qs are sworn to, and being without the 
authority or means to make a survey of our own, we are com- 
pelled to accept the best information at hand. We believe If 
the General Assembly wonld make an appropriation sufficient 
to cover the expense of a complete survey of all the railroad 
lines, nnder direction of the Commission, it would result in 
profit to the State, and a question that has sorely vexed the- 
Commission since its first organization would be settled. 
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The following table shows the main track mileage in ttis 
State for the fiscal year ending Jane 80, 1893 :

ASSESSMENT. 

The Commissioners entered upon the duty of assessment and 
equalization with a deep sense of the responsibility of the 
undertaking. It was their object and desire to so fix the val- 
uation of every species of railroad property that it should pay 
its just proportion of the taxes, no less and no more. The 
Commissioners ^ve weeks of study to the subject, corre- 
sponded with other State Commissions and Assessing Boards^ 
heard the arguments of representatives of the railroads, and 
consulted the best of authorities, but were forced at last to the 
conclusion that no single rule can be arbitrarily laid down for 
government in this work, and that numerous conditions must 
be taken into consideration in arriving at a solution of the 
question. 

The whole case is very thoroughly covered in the following, 
which we quote from the 1890 report of the Commission : 

*'That the owners of railroad property and their representa- 
tives should, for purposes of taxation, fix a low valuation on 
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their proi>erty is not sarprising, and is in keeping with the 
action of other property-owners throughout the country. But 
from the peculiar natnre of railroad property, the total absence 
of a fixed market for railroads, the fact that nearly all the cor- 
porations have either watered their stock to an extent that 
necessarily depreciates its market value, or have loaded them- 
selves with enormous bonded indebtedness, it results that it is 
:a very diflScult matter to establish a just standard of valuation 
of railroads. For all other descriptions of property there is a 
comparatively easy means of assessment, but for this there is 
no method entirely satisfactory. 

*^The market value of the shares of stock does not afford a 
-standard for the heavy incumbrances on the roads, and other 
causes frequently depress the quotations to almost nothing. 
The bonded indebtedness would not serve as a guide, because 
i^ery few roads could be sold for enough to pay this debt. The 
net earnings would not answer the purpose, for many roads do 
not earn as much as the cost of operation, and a greater number 
realize very small net earnings, and hence would pay very little 
taxes or none at all. 

'* It would not do to take the gross earnings alone as a stand- 
ard, for all new or comparatively new roads would escape with 
a mere nominal assessment. Nor would the cost of construction 
and equipment answer, because some of the most unprofitable 
and least valuable roads cost more money than many first-class 
lines. What, then, is to be the standard of value ? It must 
necessarily, to a greater or less extent, be arbitrary, but not en- 
tirely or even mainly so. It is agreed by the representatives of 
all the corporations who have appeared before the present and 
former Commissions that the gross earnings, taken in connection 
with the operating expenses, the amount of bonded indebted- 
ness, the physical condition of the roads, the connections and 
competition with other transportation routes, the equipment 
and the future prospects of the roads, should control the action 
of the Board of Assessment."

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A caref al consideration and comparison of the gross and net 
earnings of the railroads in this State for the years 189t and 
1892 have not warranted a very material increase of the assess- 
ment of their tracks and rolling stock. The gross earnings of 
the railroads reporting in 1891 were $19,447,276 ; of the same 
roads in 1892, $19,484,983. Decrease, $12,29$. Eight roads re- 
ported gross earnings in 1892 amounting to $288,879, from which 
no reports were received in 1891. These could not be consid- 
ered, therefore, in the above comparison. Thi^re was a decrease 
in the net earnings of $626,699. 

The total assessed value of railroad property for 1892 is $62,- 
816,088, an increase of $2,267,297 over the assessment of 1891, 
and an increase of $20,601,183 over the total valuation reported 
to the Commission by the railroad companies. The average 
assessed value of each mile of railroad is $17,399. 

The difference in the taxes that will accrue to the State alone 
represented by the increased valuation fixed by the Commission 
over that fixed by the railroad companies will be for the year 
1892 $97,380, to say nothing of the proportionate increase ac- 
cruing to the various counties, cities and school districts of the 
State, which is not included in the above estimate. 

The Commissioners are of the opinion that what is termed 
*^ other property" of the railroads, consisting of depots and 
depot grounds, machine-shops and other real estate and im- 
provements, has not borne itn fair proportion of the burthen 
of taxes, and extraordinary efforts have been made to ascertain 
the true value of this class of property, and to see that it 
is all listed for assessment. A large correspondence has been 
conducted with county and city oflScials, who were furnished a 
description of the property in their respective counties and 
towns, and the value thereon fixed by the railroad companies, 
and by the Commission, in past years, and they were invited to 
furnish the Commission their own and the opinions of the best 
informed men of their communities, as to the fair valuation for 
taxation of the property described. To many of these inquiries 
prompt and satisfactory responses were received, for which val- 
uable aid the Commission are truly thankful ; but some paid no 
attention to even the second and third inquiries. It is of very 
great importance to every county, city and school district, to 
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say nothing of the State, that every species of property within 
their bounds be listed at its fair valuation for taxation, and it 
is strange some officials shoald be so negligent of a matter that 
would require so little time and trouble. 

Where the railroad companies have large interests the Com- 
mission made visits, in some instances, two or three times, and 
inspected the property in company with local officials who 
were familiar with it. 

To the cities of Louisville and Covington especial attention 
was paid, and to Mr. D. F. Murphy, city assessor of Louisville, 
and Messrs. W. A. Byrne, city solicitor, and John Whitney, city 
assessor of Covington, and Joseph W. Pngb, county assessor of 
Kenton county, for invaluable aid, great obligations are due. 
The railroad property in these cities is in a very complicated 
condition, some of it being held in the names of officials, 6r 
former officials, of the railroad companies, and in this way not 
a little of it has escaped taxation, county assessors knowing it 
only as railroad property, and the railroad companies failing to 
return it to the Auditor for assessment. 



THE EXEMPTION LAW OF 1886. 



In 1886 the General Assembly passed a bill exempting all 

new railroads from taxation for five years, which became a law 

without the signature of Governor Knott. The statute was as 

follows : 

CHAPTER 1632. 

AN ACT to encourage the building of railroacU in the Commonwealth of Kentuckj, 
and to e'xempt from taxation all railroads which may be hereafter bailt under exist- 
ing charters, or under oharters which may be hereafter granted, for a period of five 
years firom the date of the beginning of the construction of such new roads. 

S 1. Be it enacted by the Oenerdl Assevibly of the Common- 
WMtlh of Kefabackys That all railroads which may hereafter be 
built within this Commonwealth under existing charters, or 
under charters which may be hereafter granted, shall be ex- 
empt from all taxation under the laws of this Commonwealth 
for a period of five (6) years from the date of the beginning of 
the construction of such new roads. 

§ 3. Beit further enacted^ That this act take effect from and 
after its passage. 

In your first message to the General Assembly, delivered De* 
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cember 29, 1891, your ExcelleDcy, referring to this statate, took 
the position that it was unconstitational and of no effect, in the 
following language, which we deem proper to qaote : 

'^RAILROADS EXEMPT FROM TAXATION. 

*'The first section of the Bill of Rights of the late Gonstita- 
tion declares : ' That all freemen, when they form a social com- 
pact, are eqaal, and that no man or set of men are entitled 
to exclasive, separate public emoluments or privileges from 
the community but in consideration of public services/ Our 
present Constitution has a similar provision, with an added 
clause, declaring that ' no property shall be exempt from taxa- 
tion except as provided in this Constitution ; and every grant 
of a franchise, privilege or exemption shall remain subject to 
revocation, alteration or amendment.' 

"The court of Appeals of Kentucky Jiave, by repeated adju- 
dications, held as unconstitutional legislative enactments, by 
which it was attempted to confer on individuals or corporations 
special privileges inhibited by our organic law. Regardless of 
the needs of the Treasury, the fundamental principle of equali- 
ty in assessments for taxation should be rigidly and sacredly 
observed, and no kind of property, from which the Constitution 
requires its contribution, should escape. 

'^By section 170 of the new Constitution, the several classes 
of property exempted from taxation are enumerated, and, in its 
concluding clause, it provides that ' the General Assembly may 
authorize any incorporated city or town to exempt manvfactut' 
ing estdblishments from municipal taxation for a period not 
exceeding five years, as an inducement to their location.' Now, 
in order to Intelligently determine whether the rate of taxation 
shall be increased to meet the future requirements of the State, 
all legitimate sources, from which revenue under existing laws 
can be derived, must be carefully consideerd and estimated. 

'*In an interview with the Railroad Commissioners, when 
they submitted their report, I requested ]them to furnish me 
with a list of the non-tax-paying railroads of the State, and 
their valuations for several years past. Hereunto appended is. 
the table delivered to me by them. It embraces 38 railroads 
and the assessment of the same by said Commissioners for the 
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years 1889, 1890 and 1891. By a subsequent statement from 
them the assessment of these roads for 1888 was fnrnished. 
There were assessments of such roads prior to 1888 not em- 
t)raced in this list. 

''It will be found that the assessment of this property for the 
:year 1888 was $7,731,847 ; for the year 1889, $9,763,733 ; for the 
year 1890, $10,351,211, and for the year 1891, $8,117,300. It ap- 
.I)ears that the average annual value, by the assessments, of 
these roads for the past four years is $8,991,022. Under the 
present rate of taxation for State purposes of 42i cents on the 
$100 of valuation, these roads would have paid into the Treas- 
ury annually for four years past the sum of $38,211.84. The 
• rate until 1890 was 47^ cents, and for years prior thereto the 
amount of revenue derived from these roads, if taxed, would 
^be increased 6 cents on the $100 of valuation. 

''The exemption of these roads from taxation has been 
tolerated by reason of an act of the G-eneral Assembly of 1883--4 
< (see General Statutes, page 1029), which reads as follows : 

^' ' § 1. That all railroads which may be hereafter built within 

this Commonwealth under existing charters, or under charters 

which may be hereafter granted, shall be exempt from aU taxa- 

•tion under the laws of this Commonwealth for a period of five 

years from the date of the beginning of the construction of such 

inew roads.^ 

*' Since this enactment by the Legislature, these roads have 
.paid no tax. The Report of the Railroad Commissioners shows 
that the — 

^' Total validation of all railroad i^operty in the StaU is ...... $60,241,466 

Valuation of mileage of tax-payina: roads $89,780,466

^' It will be observed that the valuation of the non-tax-paying 
^Toads for this year is about one-fifth of the aggregate valuation 
•of the tax-paying roads. 

**The total valuation of the non- tax-paying roads for four 
^Fears last past is $35,964,091, from which, if taxed as other 
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property, the State, at the present rate of 42^ cents on the $100 
of valae, would have reoeived $153,847.34. 

^' The statute exempting these roads from taxation is, in my 
humble opinion, of very doubtful constitutionality. The pro- 
portion of the burden of which they have been relieved has 
been shifted to and borne by like and other classes of taxed 
property. This is not equality, nor is it justice. This law ex- 
empts these railroads from ' all taxation under the laws of this 
Commonwealth.' I believe they should have paid aU taxes to 
which similar property is subjected. 

''I have not found that our Court of Appeals have ever 
directly passed upon the constitutionality of such exemption, 
but it has been incidentally countenanced. In cases touching 
this question, it seems this issue was not made. If it should be 
held by that court that the exemption was valid until such 
roads were completed, it is, nevertheless, a fact that many of 
them were completed and being used for the transportation of 
freight and passengers within one and two years from the com- 
mencement of their construction, and from the date of such use 
the reason for the exemption would cease, and the right to- 
thereafter tax them I regard as indisputable. 

''Believing sincerely that I am correct in my judgment, I re- 
spectfully suggest to the honorable G^eneral Assembly the enact- 
ment of appropriate laws to secure to the Commonwealth all 
taxes that should have been paid by these exempted roads." 

The Auditor of Public Accounts soon thereafter made a de- 
mand upon the railroad companies which claimed to be exempt 
for the taxes due for the past several years duriiur which the 
supposed exemption existed. ^ 

Some of the railroad companies promptly paid on their as- 
sessments, but others refused, and the Attorney-General brought 
suits against them to recover the amounts held to be due. These 
suits are still in the courts, but an early decision favorable to* 
the Commonwealth is confidently expected.

The taxes paid into the Treasury upon the demand of the 
Auditor, and those that would have accrued for 1892 and sub- 
sequent years, in addition to this sum of $178,144.18, had 
not the Governor attacked the constitutionality of this act 
would represent a very large sum of money, all of which it is 
quite safe to predict will be covered into the Treasury. 



COAL. 

Kentucky coal is obtaining a recognition it never had before. 
The cannel coal from the Eastern part of the State, and from 
Breckenridge county in the Western part, is being shipped to 
Europe and South America. The bituminous coal in the West- 
em field is being shipped in large quantities to Chicago and 
other i>oints where a few years ago it was not known, and the 
demand is increasing as people learn that coal from this field is 
not inferior to that found anywhere else in the United States. 
The coking industry, of comparatively recent date in this field, 
is becoming most important, and the product is going as far as 
the extreme Northwestern States and to Mexico. 

From Col. C. J. Norwood, Inspector of Mines, it is ascertained 
that the output of bituminous coal mines shipping on railroads 
for the year 1891 was 70,743,619 bushels, of which 29,960,498 
bushels were lump coal. The coal statistics for 1892 are not 
yet ascertainable, but it is known that the output was immensely 
increased. There is no section of the State now which has not 
easy access to a reliable coal supply within a distance of 100 
miles. This being true, it does not seem reasonable that the 
retail price of coal in many cities and towns should be so high, 
and the Railroad Commissioners are of the opinion, after careful 
consideration of the matter, that this is a question that demands 
prompt legislative remedy. 
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BATES. 



Complaints of exorbitant freight rates, other than coal, have 
been comparatively few since the induction of the presemt Com- 
missioners into office ; but that immediate steps should be taken 
to protect the public against unreasonable charges for fuel, one 
of the chief essentials of life, has been conspicuously manifest 
during the present winter. This was emphasized by a sharp 
advance in rates on coal by some of the railroads during the 
bitterest of the cold weather, without other apparent reason 
than that fuel was scarce and the needs of the people most im- 
perative. 

^ In quite a large number of States Legislatures have enacted 
laws fixing a maximum rate for railroad freights of all classes. 
In Kentucky every effort of this kind, beyond the authority 
conferred upon the Railroad Commission to proceed against rail- 
roads for charging rates that are discriminating or exorbitant, 
has failed. Even this limited authority has been of no great 
avail, for no definition of what may be called an exorbitant 
rate is laid down, and the penalty upon the railroad for making 
such a charge is so inconsequential that the law is no terror to 
the companies. 

The question of rates is a most serious one. It is a subject of 
never-ending controversy among the railroads themselves. The 
making of rates is an undertaking that puzzles the brains of 
experts of many years' practice. We would hesitate long, with 
our limited knowledge and experience, to say what would be a 
scale of reasonable rates on the many classifications of freight ; 
but it does appear that Kentucky might profit by the experience 
of some of her neighbor States and undertake, without danger 
of doing the owners of railroads injustice, to fix a scale of 
maximum rates on coal per ton, for distances from five to, say, 
three hundred miles. Some of the companies doing business in 
this State have been hauling coal in an adjoining State for years 
at a rate from fifty to one hundred per cent, less than they 
receive in Kentucky, and yet their divisions in that State have 
not failed to pay operating expenses and fair dividends. It 
seems extraordinary that no step of this kind has ever been 
successful before the Kentucky Legislature, and yet measures 
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'with this end in view have met with poor saccess daring the 
present session as in former years. 

Mnch has been written apon the subject of official control of 
rates. It is not oar purpose, at present, to undertake to enlarge 
upon the topic or reiterate the arguments so ably and often 
made by our predecessors in this office, and by eminent authori- 
ties throughout the land. We would but call attention to the 
fact that without the power to at least supervise and approve or 
reject the rates made by the railroad companies, the service of a 
Bailroad Commission to the public is not what it should be. 

It is idle to view with satisfaction the fact that by rigid inves- 
tigation all railroad property is uncovered and made to pay its 
Just proportion of taxes, when the power remains with the rail- 
road to so increase its tariffs to many times reimburse itself for 
what it is required to pay to the government. 

Statistics show that competition in the railroad business and 
the laws of trade are gradually reducing rates to a minimum. 
In our own State the rates on some of the railroads are remark- 
ably low, but at interior points, where there is no competition 
and none in prospect, the people are made to pay heavy tribute, 
and this may be expected for many years unless such remedies 
as have been suggested are adopted. 

No statute putting into effect the ''long and short haul" 
-clause of the new Constitution has been enacted, and it is a 
matter of grave doubt if this provision can ever be made of any 
great effect. The qualifying terms, ''under similar circum- 
stances and conditions," the language being the same as that 
employed in the Inter-State Commerce Act, will give the rail- 
roads a loop-hole of escape in nearly every possible instance of 
oomplaint, as there are on the borders and within the bounda- 
ries of Kentucky nearly seven hundred miles of navigable 
«water. 

With respect to the control of rates, the acts of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission have been frequently nullified by 
the United States courts in the past two or three years ; but that 
body are by no means discourkged, and under their supervision, 
a number of amendments to the law have been proposed, which 
will no doubt be passed by the present Congress. An abstract 
of the report of the Inter-State Commerce Commission is given 
in another part of this report. 

It was the wisdom of the National Convention of Bailroad 
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Commissioners last April that all State laws with reference to 
the regulation and control of railroads should be revised to con- 
form with the Inter- State Commerce act as amended. W» 
would especially recommend this suggestion to the attention 
of the G^eneral Assembly. 

COAL BATES. 

The following comparative table of coal rates in Kentuckjr and 
some other States emphasizes the necessity for some restnctioD 
in the maximum rates which may be charged in this State : 

Statement Showing Coal Sates From 5 to 200 Kiles in the Several States 

Named Below. 
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NoTX— The rates for the following Sutea taken from tariffs pabliihed by State- 
OommiMionem : Illinois, Ocorffia, North Carolina, Iowa. The rates for the other 
Slates tiJcea from railways in the State. 
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The Kentucky rate quoted above is that of the Louisville and 
If ashville Railroad Company, which operate over 1,200 miles of 
railroad in this State — ^more than one-third of the entire mile- 
age. In justice to this company it should be said, however, that 
their rates to a number of stations are materially lower than 
the maximum scale they have adopted. It has been difficult to 
obtain the maximum rates charged by other companies in Ken- 
tucky, they claiming never to have adopted any mileage rates. 

The rates quoted from other States were furnished us by the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission. The bill proposed in the 
C^eneral Assembly, limiting the charges upon coal, allowed a 
higher rate to be named than either the Illinois or Iowa laws. 

COMPLAINTS. 

Complaints of a serious nature, coming within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Commission, have not been many during the past 
year, and the railroad companies, upon notification of these, 
have usually promptly rectified the grievances complained 
of when they concerned matters over which this Board had any 
'Control. Many complaints which should have been made to the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission were filed with us. They 
were properly referred, and the .parties making them were so 
notified. A bill has been oflfered in the General Assembly mak- 
ing it the duty of the Railroad Commission to hear testimony 
and prepare cases for submission to the Inter-State Commerce 
Oom mission. 

The records in the office of the Railroad Commission show 
that the only complaint made to the Commission from the time 
of the publication of the last annual report until the induction 
of the present Commissioners into office (May 24), was that of 
John W. Bell and others against the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company and the Louisville Southern Railroad Com- 
pany, that double-deck cars for the shipment of lambs from 
Shelby ville were refused, and complainants were compelled to 
use and pay the rate for single-deck cars. Upon a hearing of 
the case, the railroadjcompanies consented to comply with the 
demands of the complainants. 

In June, 1892, citizens of Bardstown made complaint that the 
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Louisville and Nashville Kailroad charged them more for haul- 
ing coal than charged distilleries at same place ; an investigation 
disclosed the fact that the rate made the distilleries by the 
company was for what is known as '' steam coal " or screenings- 
from the mines, an inferior grade of coal which the railroad 
companies claim there would be no market for at all, unless the 
lower rates charged by them were made, and that] this rate 
would be made for the public generally. Copies of letters of 
explanation were mailed to the complainants, and nothing 
further heard from them. 

In July, 1892, W. H. Mitchell & Co., of Bowling Green, 
made complaint against the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
on account of alleged discriminations in rates on salt. The 
company was notified and demand made for an explanation and 
correction of the matter complained of. An answer was re- 
ceived, the rate corrected, and the parties withdrew their com- 
plaint. 

On the 20th day of September, 1892, Mr. C. C. Fox, of Dan- 
ville, made complaint, by letter, to the Commission against the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific Railroad, alleging 
exorbitant charges in freight rates on coal to that point. An 
investigation of the matter was begun by the Commission. 
Thereupon the officials of the C, N. O. & T. P. R. R. Co. 
agreed to, and did, lower its rates to meet the demands of com- 
plainant, and the complaint was then withdrawn. The Com- 
mission has since been advised that proper and satisfactory 
rates are now being made to Danville, which will result in much 
saving to the consumers of coal in that community. 

Messrs. Edwards & Edwards, millers at Gordonsville, Ken- 
tucky, addressed a letter to the Commission in November, 
stating that the Louisville and Nashville Railroad was discrim- 
inating against them in favor of other mills. A letter was ad- 
dressed to proper officials of this company, notifying them of 
the complaint, with the request that they at once advise the 
Commissioners why this firm was being discriminated against, 
if such was the case. A reply was shortly thereafter received 
from Mr. S. R. Knott, First Vice-President of jthe company, 
disclaiming upon the part of the company any intentional over- 
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charge to said firm, and reqaesting that complainants furnish 
more definite information as to the matter complained of. A 
copy of this letter was mailed to Messrs. Edwards & Edwards, 
at Gordonsville, Kentacky, with the request that they furnish 
full information, but up to this time, no response has been re- 
ceived from them. 

In October, Hon. S. W. Bedford, Mayor of Fulton, made 
complaint that at the crossing of the Chesapeake, Ohio and 
Southwern Railroad and the Illinois Central Railroad in Ful- 
ton, human life was daily endangered, and asked that a safety- 
gate be erected as a protection. The matter was referred to the 
presidents of the two companies, who promised to give it proper 
attention. 

A State Senator, in a recent letter to the Commission, said 
that the rate charged on coal to his town was $1.20 per ton, and 
upon the threat of his coal dealer to make complaint to the 
Railroad Commission, the rate was promptly reduced to eighty 
cents per ton. 

ACCIDENTS. 

The accompanying table was compiled from the reports of the 
railroad companies of the accidents upon their lines during the 
past fiscal year : 
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As asual, the largest number of accidents are reported from 
<X)upIiDg and nnconplin^ cars. Accidents from this cause have 
become of such frightful frequency throughout the United 
States, the number killed last year beine: 2,660, and the injured 
'26,140, that there has arisen a general demand for legislation 
requiring the railroads to adopt, within reasonable time, a uni- 
form style of automatic couplers. A few States have enacted 
such a law, and a bill is now pending before Congress requiring 
that all cars used in interstate commerce be thus equipped by 
the year 1898, and it is confidently believed that it will become 
a law before the 4th of March next. 

This bill is patterned after the Iowa law, which has been in 
force since 1890, and which is commended to the consideration 
of our General Assembly. 

The Iowa law, which we here append, gives all the time to 
make these changes that could reasonably be asked, and under 
the conditions, and the pressing demands for the completion of 
the change of aystems of coupling and braking, is as conserva- 
tive as legislation on this matter ought to be : 

'*IOWA LAW OF 1890, AS AMENDED BY LAW OF 1892. 

*'§ 1. That it shall be unlawful for any corporation, company 
or person operating a line of railroad within this State, any car 
manufacturer or transportation company using or leasing cars, 
to put in use in this State any new car, or any old car that has 
been in the shop for general repairs to one or both of its draw- 
bars, that is not equipped with automatic couplers so constructed 
as not to require any person or persons to be between the cars 
when the act gf couplinsr and uncoupling is done. 

''§ 2. That after January 1, 1898, it shall be unlawful for any 
corporation, company or persons operating a railroad, or any 
transportation company using or leasing cars of any description, 
and used in the commerce of the country or in the construction 
of railroads, to have upon any railroad in Iowa, for use in the 
transportation of freight or passengers, any car that is not 
equipped with such safety automatic coupler, as provided for in 
section I of this act. 

"§ 3. That it shall be unlawful for any corporation, company 
4 
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or person operating any line of railroad in this State to nse any 
locomotive engine upon any railroad or in any railroad yard inr 
this State after the first day of January* 189)6, that is not 
equipped with a proper and efficient ];>ower brake commonly 
called a driver brake. 

^'§4. It shall be nnlawfal for any corporation, company or 
person operating a line of railroad in this State, to ran any train 
of cars after the first day of January, 1895, that shall not have- 
in that train a sufBcient number of cars with some kind of effi- 
cient automatic or power brakes, so that the engineer upon the 
locomotive can control the train without requiring brakemen to 
go between the ends or on the top of the cars to use, as now, 
the common hand brake. 

''§5. Every railroad corporation, company or person operat- 
ing a railroad in this State, and every person or persons using 
or leasing cars in the transportation business or in building rail- 
roads, shall, and by this act are required, to include in their an- 
nual report to the State Railroad Commissioners, the number of 
locomotive engines and cars used in this State, and what nam- 
beris equipped with (automatic) power brakes and what number 
of cars with automatic safety couplers, and the kind of brakes^ 
and couplers used, and the number of each kind when more 
than one kind is used. 

^^ § 6. Any corporation, company or person operating a railroad 
in this State and using a locomotive engine, or running a train of 
cars or using any freight, way or other car contrary to the 
provisions of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor,, 
and shall be subject to a fine of not less than five hundred 
dollars or not more than one thousand dollars, for the benefit of 
school fund for each and every oflEense, provided, the penalties 
of this section shall not apply to companies hauling cars belong- 
ing to railroads other than those of this State which are engaged 
in inter-state traffic; and any railroad employe who may be 
injured by the running of such engine or train or car contrary 
to the provisions of this law shall not be considered as waiving 
his right to recover damages by continuing in the employ of 
such corporation, company or person running such engine or 
trains or cars contrary to this law. 
''§?. That the Board of Railroad Commissioners shall have- 
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power, upon a showing that It shall deem reasonable, to extend 
the time within which any snoh corporation shall be required to 
comply with the provisions of this act, except that no extension 
shall be made beyond 1900. 

** After the first day of January, 1900, any common carrier shall 
tefase to accept or receive from any connecting line, any car to 
be used in this State which is not f nlly equipped as required by 
this act." 

SEFABATE COACH LAW. 

Since the last report of the Railroad Commission, the follow* 
ing separate coach law has been enacted : 

CHAPTER 40. 

AN ACT to regulate the travel or traniportation of the white and colored pas- 
sengers on the railroads of this State. 

Be it encboted by the Oeneral Assernbly of the CommonweaUh 
of Kentucky : % 1. Any railroad company or corporation, per- 
son or persons, running or otherwise operating railroad cars or 
coaches by steam or otherwise, on any railroad line or track 
within this State, and all railroad companies, person or persons, 
doing business in this State, whether upon lines of railroad 
owned in part or whole, or leased by them ; and all railroad 
companies, person or persons, operating railroad lines that may 
hereafter be built under existing charters or charters that may 
hereafter be granted in this State ; and all foreign corporations, 
companies, person or persons organized under charters granted 
or that may be hereafter granted, by any other State ; who may 
be now, or may hereafter be, engaged in running or operating 
any of the railroads of this State, either in part or whole, either 
in their own name or that of others, are hereby required to 
furnish separate coaches or cars for the travel or transportation 
of the white and colored passengers on their respective lines of 
railroad. Each compartment of a coach divided by a good and 
substantial wooden partition, with a door therein, shall be 
deemed a separate coach, within the meaning of this act, and 
each separate coach or compartment shall bear in some conspic- 
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nons place appropriate words, in plain letters, indicating the 
race for which it is set apart. 

§ 2. That the railroad companies, person or persons, shall 
make no difference or discrimination in the quality, convenience 
or accommodations in the cars or coaches or partitions set apart 
for white and colored passengers. 

§ 3. That any railroad company or companies that shall faU, 
refuse or neglect to comply with the provisions of sections 1 and 
2 of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, 
upon indictment and conviction thereof, shall be lined not less 
than five hundred nor more than fifteen hundred dollars for each 
offense. 

§ 4. That all circuit courts in which railroads are operated in 
this State shall have complete jurisdiction over such offenses. 

§ 5. The conductors or managers on all railroads shall have 
power, and are hereby required, to assign to each white or col- 
ored passenger his or her respective car or coach or compart- 
ment ; and should any passenger refuse to occupy the car, coach 
or compartment to which be or she may be assigned b; the con- 
ductor or manager, said conductor or manager shall have the 
right to refuse to carry such passenger on his train, and may 
put such passenger off of the train ; and for such refusal and 
putting off the train neither the manager, conductor nor rail- 
road company shall be liable for damages in any court. 

§ 6. That any conductor or manager on any railroad, who shall 
fail or refuse to carry out the provisions of section 5 of this act, 
shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than fifty nor more than 
one hundred dollars for each offense. 

§ 7. The provisions of this act shall not apply to employes of 
railroads, or persons employed as nurses, or oflBcers in charge of 
prisoners. 

Approved May 24, 1892. 

Under the rule of the new Constitution the law will not be 
effective until three months after the final adjournment of the 
General Assembly enacting it. The railroad companies made no 
open fight against this bill, and, indeed, it will be no serious in- 
conveniece to them. Those lines running into Tennessee are 
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now required to have separate compartments for the colored 
race. It is believed that this bill was timely, and that it will 
have a good effect. 



ADDITIONAL FOWEBS. 

The new corporation bill, which has been twice passed, but 
twice vetoed on account of irregularity in its passage, we trust, 
when it finally becomes a law, will vest the Railroad Commis- 
sioners with such additional powers as will enable them to afford 
the public conveniences, safety and privileges heretofore denied 
on mauy lines.

THE SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 



OF THE 



INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION. 



ABSTRACT. 

Following is an abstract of the Annual Report of the Com- 
mission : 

In view of the results realized in administering the Act to 
regulate commerce and the necessity for amendments which ex- 
perience has disclosed, the Commission gives a brief review of 
the reasons which induced the passage of that statute. During 
twenty years prior to such enactment, the extraordinary construc- 
tion of railways under enormous grants of public lands, private 
donations, aid of county, town, and municipal bonds, freely and 
often inconsiderately given through a passionate desire for these 
public highways, railway capital secured under exacting con- 
ditions, lavish expenditure and reckless management, establish- 
ment of branch or feeding lines to the main stem in order to 
monopolize business in tributary territory, rivalry of lines to 
take possession of districts in the hope of future business, caus- 
ing duplication of roads in sparse regions not able to support 
a single line, all resulted in capitalization far exceeding cost 
and a railway system of vastly greater carrying capacity than 
the volume of traflBc seeking transportation. The fiercest com- 
petition was thus rendered inevitable, and the necessity of 
earnings to meet fixed charges and operating expenses tempted 
resort to every device by which to obtain^business on any terms. 
In less degree the same conditions existed in the more devel- 
oped sections of the country. Public*regulation was not then 
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looked upon with favor. Transportation facilities were treated 
as private property subject to bargain and sale like merchan- 
dise, and railroad managers were hostile to any form of govern- 
ment supervision. Special rates and rebates were recognized 
features of railroad operations; favoritism between shippers 
was not thought dishonest, though the favored shipper secured 
a monopoly through the ruin or withdrawal of competitors, and 
to treat prevailing practices as criminal misdemeanors was re- 
garded with ridicule. This conduct aided the formation, and 
fortified the power of those vast combinations of capital which 
created public alarm. Whoever will read the report of the 
Cullom Committee to the Senate in 1886 will be astounded by 
the magnitude and extent of railroad abuses brought to light 
by their investigation. 

The interstate commerce law, although the outgrowth of an 
aroused and determined public sentiment, was a compromise 
between divergent theories and conflicting interests ; but those 
who contrast the practices which obtained prior to the law with 
methods and conditions now existing will have no doubt of the 
potential value of the statute in correcting public sentiment, 
restraining injustice and enforcing reasonable charges and equal 
treatment. So far from condemning public regulation experi- 
ence has established its importance and intensified its necessity* 
and the very respects in which the law has failed to meet 
public expectation demonstrates the utility of government su- 
pervision. It is not too much to say that judicial interpretation 
has limited the meaning of the law and ascribed to it an intent 
not contemplated when it was passed. But the effect of these 
decisions has been greatly exaggerated ; judicial construction 
has not invalidated the essential features of the statute nor con- 
demned the general principle on which it is founded ; and only 
in respect of appliances provided for carrying its main purpose 
into effect has the law been weakened by the judgment of the 
courts. The original act, passed nearly six years ago« was in a 
measure experimental, but only two amending acts have been 
adopted, and.it is surprising that so much has been accom- 
plished with so little aid in the form of needed amendment. 
The attention of Congress is invited to the comprehensive body 
of laws passed by Parliament in rapid succession by which 
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transportation is regalated in England, and the experience of 
that coantry in dealing with the railroad problem. The Act to 
regulate commerce was not framed to meet a temporary emer- 
agency, and the public demand for regulation and protection 
against encroachments of railroad corporations has not dimin- 
ished in the last six years, nor will the people ever tolerate a 
return to the injustice and wrong-doing which would exist 
without any regulation. The railroad can rightfully do nothing 
which the State itself might not do if it performed this public 
service through its own agents. The large shipper is entitled to 
.no advantage over his smaller rival in respect of rates or accom- 
modations, and to allow any exception to this fundamental 
.principle is to subvert the priaciples upon which free institu- 
tions depend. The Commission is gratified at being able to add 
that many railroad managers of the highest standing now con- 
•<3ede the necessity of government regulation, and avow them- 
selves in favor of Buch further enactments as will make that 
regulation effective. 

The Work of RegvZaiion, 

The different branches of the Commission's work, the manner 
^nd some of the results of its performance, are described. The 
work of administration, inquiry aad investigation, and of ap- 
plying the principles of the law to the business of carriers is, 
in one form or another, constantly going on. During the year 
over 66,000 letters were sent out and more than 60,000 were 
^received ; nearly 60,000 annual and statistical reports and pam- 
phlet decisions were distributed, and more than 126,000 tariffs 
were filed, making the total number of tariff schedules now on 
file with the Commission about 860,000. Some idea of the mag- 
nitude of the mere detail work of the Commission is given by 
these, figures. 

Hearings and Investigations. 

'Since December 1, 1891, hearings have been held and inves- 
tigations made not only at the Commission's rooms in Wash- 
ington, D. C, but also in Cincinnati, Atlanta^ Chattanooga, 
Nashville, Minneapolis, Boston, New York, Chicago, Omaha, 
Boise City, Portland, Ore, San Francisco, Los Angeles, Wich- 
ita and Troy, Ala. 
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The repoiit states that the character of proceedings before the 
OommissioD indicates that the main canses of complaint arise 
from discriminations and preferences in rates and facilities, and 
not from rates unreasonable in themselves. 

Cases Disposed of During the Tear. 

A peculiar feature of federal regulation is that every case, no 
^matter how trivial, involves in its disposition the formulation 
of principles which have important bearing upon the business 
of carriers and the commerce, not only of the locality con- 
cerned, but often of the entire country. This is illustrated by 
•oiting decisions of the Commission in two cases. In cases affect- 
ing rates on all classes of Western traffic to Boston, very mate- 
rial reductions were effected by the Commission's order, and 
Boston rates were required to be a percentage of New York 
rates, instead of being arrived at by fixed and frequently unjust 
arbitraries. Another important ruling in a decision reducing 
•sugar rates to Fargo, N. D., is that Congress did not divest 
itself of the power to regulate unreasonable and unjust rates on 
the Northern Pacific road by providing in the charter act that 
the directors of the road ''shall, from time to time, fix, deter- 
mine and regulate the fares, tolls and charges." A proceeding 
to enforce the order has been filed in the U. S. Circuit Court for 
North Dakota. The same point is also involved in a case re- 
cently decided by the Commission in favor of the City of Spo- 
kane, Wash. In that case the Commission found the defendants 
justified by water competition in making lower rates to Pacific 
coast terminals than to Spokane, but held the Spokane rates 
unreasonable and directed a reduction of 18 per cent, from pres- 
ent rates. In an investigation concerning the matter of free 
passes the Commission held that, except as provided in section 
22 of the act, difference in official, social or business positions, 
or different classes of persons, does not justify the transporta- 
tion of some passengers free or at reduced rates. Other cases 
involving salt, lumber and oil rates are described, and the or- 
ders issued directed that the unjust discriminations and pref- 
erences found to exist should cease. An important opinion 
lately rendered reviews the operation of the long and short haul 
^clause, construes that provision on the line of previous decis- 
26 
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ions by the Coarts, and the Commission holds that neither 
competition of carriers subject to the Act nor market competi- 
tion justifies higher short hanl charges, and directs carriers to 
apply to the Commission for relief in certain cases. The giving 
of lower long hanl rates to trade centers and so-called basing, 
points is criticised and condemned. 

Decrease in Hates 

The Commission calls attention to the statement in its Fourth 
Annual Report that the law had brought about many changes in 
the equalization of rates and removal of discriminations, and to 
tables appended to that report which demonstrated that material 
reductions in rates had taken place from year to year. At the 
request of the Senate Committee on Finance the Commission, 
during the present year, directed its auditor to collect statistics 
showing changes in rates from the earliest period for which it 
was possible to obtain data to the present time. These statistics, 
which will be included in the report of that committee to Con- 
gress on the subject of prices and wages, show a material decline 
in rates and classifications prescribing rates which appears 
universal, and the Commission thinks the minimum has not yet 
been reached. 

Proceedings in United States Courts. 

Under this head are described cases in the courts which grew 
out of cases decided and investigations made by the Commis- 
sion. A proceeding on petition of the Commission for a man- 
damus to compel the Mallory Steamship Line to file and publish 
tariff rates in force on through traffic over rail and water lines, 
of which its steamship line is part, is pending in the Circuit 
Court for the Southern District of New York. Besides the 
above mentioned petition to enforce its order reducing sugar 
rates to Fargo, the Commission has filed a petition in the Circuit 
Court, Eastern District of Virginia, to compel the New York, 
Philadelphia and Norfolk and Pennsylvania system to put in 
reduced rates on fruit and vegetables for points in Virginia, Mary- 
land and Delaware to Philadelphia and New York. Another 
petition for the enforcement of its order in the "Import Kate 
Case ' ' was filed in New York against the Texas and Pacific Rail- 
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way Company, and the decision of Judge Wallace jsustained the 
Commission. The ruling is that from the port of entry to in- 
terior points in the United States rates on through import and 
domestic shipments of like traffic shall be the same. The 
"Orange Rate case" in which the Commission decided that 
through lines from Florida must make a reduction of at least 
five cents per box on oranges shipped to northern cities, and re- 
fund that amount to shippers who had shipped oranges at the 
unreasonable rate, was tried in the Circuit Court, Northern 
District of Florida, on petition of the Florida Fruit Exchange, 
and the court issued a writ of injunction by which the defend- 
ants were enjoined from further disobeying the order of the 
Commission. By this decision the right of the Commission to 
fix maximum reasonable rates is upheld. Another order of the 
Commission directing the New York and New England Railroad 
Company to cease and desist from discriminating against the 
New York and Northern Railway, a connecting line, in favor 
of the Housatonic Railroad, another connecting line, was held 
by Junge Lacombe of the New York Circuit to be a "lawful 
order," which must be obeyed. In the case of the Commission 
against the Atchison system before the Circuit Court, Southern 
District of California, involving greater rates for the shorter 
haul to San Bernardino than for the longer haul to Los An- 
geles, a new trial was had, and upon the new and different 
showing water competition was held to justify lower rates to 
San Bernardino. The decision by the Supreme Court of the 
well-known "party rate" case, which was adverse to the ruling 
of the Commission, is noticed, and that part of the court's de- 
cision which takes the view that section 22 of the interstate law 
is not exceptive, but merely illustrative, is discussed. The Coxe 
Bros, coal case, in which the Commission ordered reductions of 
20 and 15 cents a ton on coal, and at the request of that firm 
petitioned the Eastern Pennsylvania Circuit Court to enforce 
the order, is shown to be in an anomalous situation, the parties 
to the case before the Commission appearing now to be allies in- 
stead of antagonists, through the influence of the "Reading 
Coal Combine." Other court proceedings are treated in connec- 
tion with the subject of amendments of the law. 
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Oriminal Proceedings in United States Courts. 

The decision of the court in the Southern District of Illinois, 
in a case on indictment for transporting flour from Litchfield, 
111., to Montreal at less than tariff rates, that Congress has no 
jurisdiction over rates for the whole distance, only over the 
transportation in this country, is commented upon, and the 
embarrassment caused by this ruling is stated. Three convic- 
tions for false weighing have been had in the Western District 
•Court of Missouri, and defendants are to be sentenced some time 
this month. In Chicago an acquittal in one case and withdrawal 
of other indictments was caused by inability of the Government 
to produce proofs of the violations alleged. The witnesses ex- 
amined virtually admitted the violations by refusing to testify 
on the ground that their answers might tend to criminate them, 
but under the '*Counselman decision" they could not be com- 
pelled to testify. This embarrassment is also considered further 
on in the report. 

Some Cases Originating in United States Courts. 

These are only referred to with a view to their effect on the 
•construction of the law. The decision of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals in the case of the Oregon Short Line against the North- 
ern Pacific, Field, J., writing the opinion, held that the facili- 
ties clause of the law does not require a railroad to receive and 
)iaul the loaded cars of other companies, paying car mileage, 
when it has cars of its own available, even though local rates 
are offered. Judge Deady dissented from this view, and the 
Oommission, in stating its opinion to Congress, inclines to the 
Tiew expressed by the dissenting judge. 

The late opinion of Justice Brewer in the Circuit Court of 
Appeals, deciding a long and short haul case, is discussed, and 
the dictum in the opinion that the total joint rate of two roads 
is over an independent line from the lines formed by either road, 
and not to be considered in determining the local rate of either 
road, and therefore may be even less than the intermediate or 
local rate, is shown to be without foundation either in the debates 
in Congress, the practice of carriers since the law was passed, or 
^he rulings of the Commission, which, nevertheless, are cited in 
that opinion as supporting the new theory. The Commission says

that the joint line has authority, for any thing in the fourth sec- 
tion, to make rates as low but not lower than the intermediate 
rates of the constituent roads, and that such authority is no greater 
than that possessed by the individual road, and is based upon the 
same principle, namely, the right to charge rates which are not 
the sum of rates from station to station. The Commission says 
further, that the share of the joint rate is not properly compar- 
able with the local rate is well settled ; neither is a distance^ 
proportion of an individual rate comparable with the rate be- 
tween two local stations ; but the total rates, joint or individual, 
are proper standards by which to determine the legality of in- 
termediate rates. The denial of the right of comparison should 
be limited to shares or proportions of rates and not be extended 
to total or aggregate charges. The same Justice, without mak- 
ing this distinction, applied the independent line theory to a 
criminal case arising under the preference clause of the law, 
and rightly so, the Commission thinks, if the distinction is 
borne in mind, and gives an illustration showing how the legal- 
ity of the intermediate charge could easily be determined by 
any person, or be measured by a jury, if compared with the 
total joint rate. The adoption of the dictum of Judge Brewer 
and the expansion of that theory by a district judge in Kansas 
as the basis on which to quash several indictments, is shown to 
have given the independent line doctrine, which hitherto had 
been merely opinion, the force of law for the time being. 
To protect all intermediate localities and inland centers from 
the disastrous effects of this judicial interpretation Congress i» 
earnestly urged to take such immediate action as will give leg- 
islative construction to the word 'Mine" in the statute. 

The Commission discusses the difficulties growing out of de- 
fects in the statute as judicially interpreted under the head of 

Pending Amendments. 

A measure recommended to Congress at its last session bears 
upon the publication and filing of joint tariffs, and was designed 
to prohibit carriers from carrying interstate traffic at any other 
than local rates until the joint tariff should be published and 
filed, and authorized or ratified in writing filed with the Com- 
mission by each of the carriers parties to such joint tariff ; and 
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an instance is given where the prosecution in a criminal case 
failed because one of the roads could not be shown to have 
authorized the making and filing of certain joint rates. 

Another amendment heretofore recommended by the Commis- 
sion is, that railroads or other corporations subject to the act 
should be made indictable for criminal offenses under that 
statute. The tenth section now imposes penalties exclusively 
upon officers and agents of the companies, and therefore the real 
beneficiary goes free, while their servants are made scapegoats 
for corporate delinquencies. Of course the penalty must neces- 
sarily be a fine, since no physical punishment can be inflicted 
upon the artificial person termed a corporation. 

The decision of the Supreme Court in the ''Counselman 
Case," holding that the provisions of section 860 of the Revised 
Statutes granting immunity to witnesses required to testify con- 
cerning illegal acts in which they have participated are not 
broad enough to meet the safeguards guaranteed to such a wit- 
ness by the Constitution, has rendered it impossible to success- 
fully prosecute violations of law where the evidence must be 
procured from parties who are themselves implicated. Grand 
and petit juries are thereby excluded from the truth, and 
although sufficient evidence was known to exist, prosecutions 
under the interstate commerce law, the postal and other federal 
laws, have failed because witnesses have availed themselves of 
their privilege and refused to testify. A bill to amend section 
860 of the Revised Statutes, introduced at the last session and 
now pending, was designed to make that section as broad in its 
protection as are the immunities provided by the Constitution, 
and was subsequently amended to confine it to offenses arising 
under the interstate commerce act. This embarrassment also 
extends to civil proceedings, wherein a witness may refuse to 
answer on the groand that the testimony may tend to incrimi- 
nate him, and a case before the Commission is cited in illus- 
tration. 

The pending biU to remodel the mode of procedure in civil 
cases under the Act to regulate commerce, a principal provision 
being to confine and limit the inquiry of courts called upon to 
enforce the Commission's orders to the testimony and pleadings 
before the Commission, has aroused much antagonism. The 
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leading objection raised was that the Commission, not being a 
court, its findings are not those of a judicial tribunal, and there- 
fore the court in a proceeding to enforce the order must try the 
case anew to determine whether it is a " lawful order. ' ' The 
Commission suggests if that is regarded as an insuperable objec- 
tion, that then the testimony before the court, although it may 
have to be retaken, ought to be limited to that taken before the 
Commission ; and that if any new conditions should arise after 
the Commission issues its order, then the case could be referred 
back to the Commission by the court to hear and consider such 
new facts and make such change in the order as may seem war- 
ranted. The case before the Commission and the court would then 
be the same, and complaining parties would not then be forced to 
the expense and delay of a trial in the courts on new evidence 
offered by the defendants, and they could not then claim that 
they gain nothing by a hearing before the Commission. We 
think the regulating body directed by the statute to make an 
investigation and order thereon should have the benefit of all the 
evidence upon which to base an order th^t the court has when 
passing upon the validity of that order. If there is no remedy 
for the double trial, first before the Commission and afterwards 
.anew in the court, with attendant delay and expense under the 
statute as now interpreted, then it would seem necessary to 
<5reate a court in place of the Commission. 

Under this head the Commission also discusses the late decis- 
ion of Jndge Gresham, that Congress can not constitutionally 
require the federal courts to use their process to compel the pro- 
duction of testimony before a non-judicial tribunal, and that 
therefore the provision to that effect in the 12th section of the 
act is null and void, such a proceeding not being a ''case or 
controversy " within the meaning of the Constitution ; but that 
•Congress may provide a penalty for refusal to testify before the 
Commission or other non- judicial bodies, subject to the exercise 
of their privilege not to disclose matters which might tend to 
criminate them, and that prosecution for violation of such a 
statute would clearly be a '*oase or controversy," and not a 
mere application of a non- judicial tribunal. The refusals to 
testify in this case were not based upon the ground that the tes- 
timony might criminate the witness or anybody ; that ground 
of objection was expressly waived. 
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The Commission is given power of visitation under the 12th« 
section similar to that which is exercised over insurance com- 
panies, banks and similar corporation's, without notice or warn- 
ing, and one of the leading purposes of that power is, by the- 
constant fear of detection, to prevent a perversion of corporate 
franchises ; the right of the Commission to call for and inspect 
the books of carriers and examine witnesses is believed to be- 
clearly sustainable. Another plain function of the Commission 
under the law is that of acting in aid of the courts. The tendency 
of the law is not to infringe upon the duties of the courts, bat it 
in fact opens up to the judiciary a vast field to which otherwise- 
it could not possibly have access. There is practically no re- 
dress in the courts in a class of cases where the uncontrolled 
action of carriers may make or mar, depress or stimulate, destroy 
or create, the business prosperity of great cities or vast sections 
of the country, yet the adjustment of traffic charges frequently 
results in those very things, and there can be no judicial redress^ 
apart from legislation. The decision of the Commission on such 
matters is not final, but on application to enforce its orders the 
entire question is brought before the judiciary with all the light 
that can be thrown upon it by a preliminary investigation and 
report of a tribunal created for that purpose. Surely it is right 
that these questions, involving the fortunes and prosperity of 
multitudes of citizens, should be settled by public authority and 
not left to the railwavs alone. 

The Commission further says that as usual, where the decision 
of a court has destroyed some useful feature of a law, it is her- 
aided by hostile interests as a destruction of the whole struc- 
ture, and in view of this it is proper to note that the Gresham- 
decision is not so far-reaching. It merely destroys an important 
though not vital piece of the machinery provided to enable the- 
Commission to perform its duty under the law. 

In regard to amendments recommended, attention is called ix> 
the fact that they are not intended to alter or amend prohibitive 
sections of the statute but to repair the machinery provided for 
compelling obedience thereto. The constitutionality of the law 
has been repeatedly upheld, only one portion of the procedure 
for its application has been declared inoperative, all the amend- 
ments are intended to aid the Commission and the courts in ita 
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execution and enforcement, and the defects which the most im- 
portant amendments are expected to cure also exist in other fed- 
eral statutes, and are therefore not peculiar to the interstate 
commerce law. 

Inquiry in Regard to Proposed Amendment of the Fifth 

Section. 

In the discussions preliminary to the act to regulate com- 
merce there was radical difference of opinion as to the policy of 
prohibiting 'Spooling," and the views then prevailing are con- 
sidered. Pooling agreements are now prohibited, biit numer- 
ous bills proposing to repeal or modify that prohibition have 
been introduced, and as the law has now been in operation 
more than five years, it was deemed advisable to ascertain the^ 
present state of opinion. The Commission therefore addressed 
a circular letter to State Railroad Commissioners, Boards of 
Trade and similar organizations, prominent thinkers and writers 
on transportation and commerce, and to various railroad presi- 
dents and managers, soliciting their views, and requesting 
them to state whether, in their opinion, it is practicable, and if 
so, advisable, to amend the 5th section so as to legalize such 
contracts between competing lines as would tend to diminish 
unlawful discriminations and preferences in rates and to main- 
tain lawfully authorized reasonable rates. It was deemed idle 
to consider any other contracts than those described, for, how- 
ever men differ about methods, there is practical unanimity in 
favor of preventing unlawful discriminations and maintaining 
reasonable rates. 

The report then goes on to define the opinions set forth in the 
answers received, and it is manifest therefrom that there has 
been some change of opinion upon this question during the past 
five years. But the Commission says that the attempt to secure 
the public from discrimination, extortion, favoritism, undue pref- 
erence and undue prejudice, and to secure to every citizen just 
and reasonable rates and equal and exact treatment in all trans- 
portation matters, is the very essence, spirit, and purpose of the 
law, and it would be vain to protect carriers from competitive 
attacks upon each other, if the general public can not be protected 
from the greater evils above enumerated. If the law is to be 
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amended the two classes of amendment should go hand in hand. 
Whatever may be the strength of arguments in favor of the amend- 
ment to section five of the law, and whatever benefits it may be 
believed might result from such amendment, the Commission 
would oppose any modification of the anti-pooling clause, unless 
the several amendments recommended by the Commission, and 
deemed necessary by it, were engrafted into the law. These 
amendments are an imi)erative necessity as the law now stands, 
but if the proposed change in the pooling clause were adopted 
they would be even more necessary to enable the Commission to 
perform its duties under that clause. Until the law is made 
strong as its framers intended, in the matters of fair and stable 
rates, equal treatment, and suppression of all favoritism, it is 
idle to seek to protect carriers whose immunity, under authori- 
tative constr actions of the law, from restrictions intended by 
Congress, seems one of the remarkable facts in current history. 
Other subjects treated in the report are Canadian Competition, 
Interstate Traffic not subject to the act. Statistical Work of the 
Commission for the years ending June 30, 1891, and 1892, Gov- 
ernment-aided Railroad and Telegraph lines. Fourth Convention 
of Railroad Commissioners, Relations of Railway Companies and 
their Employes. 
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Following are extracts from the Constitution relating to rail- 
roads : 

LOCAL AND SPECIAL LEGISLATION. 

§ 69. The General Assembly shall not pass local or special 
acts concerning any of the following subjects, or for any of the 
following purposes, namely ;****** 

SeoenteeTdh : To grant a charter to any corporation, or to 
amend the charter of any existing corporation ; to license com- 
panies or persons to own or operate ferries, bridges, roads or 
turnpikes ; to declare streams navigable, or to authorize the 
•construction of booms or dams therein, or to remove obstruc- 
tions therefrom ; to affect toll-gates, or to regulate tolls ; to reg- 
ulate fencing or the running at large of stock.* 

SUVFRAOE AND ELECTIONS. 

§ 150. Every person shall be disqualified from holding any 
oflBce of trust or profit for the term for which he shall have been 
elected, who shall be convicted of having given, or consented 
to the giving, offer or promise of any money, or other thing 
of value, to procure his election, or to influence the vote of 
any voter at such election ; and if any corporation shall, 
directly or indirectly, offer, promise or give, or shall authorize, 
directly or indirectly, any person to offer, promise or give any 
money or any thing of value to influence the result of any elec- 
tion in this State, or the vote of any voter authorized to vote 
therein, or who shall afterward reimburse or compensate, in 
any manner whatever, any person who shall have offered, 
promised or given any money or other thing of value to influ- 
ence the result of any election or the vote of any such voter, 

* Note. — It will be seen from the foregoing subsection seventeen that railroad 
corporations will hereafter be created under a general incorporation law, and not at 
heretofore by special acts of the Legislature. 
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such corporation, if organized under the laws of this Common- 
wealth, shall, on conviction thereof, forfeit its charter, and all 
rights, privileges and immunities thereunder ; and if chartered 
by another State and doing business in this State, whether by 
license or upon mere suflferance, such corporation, upon convic- 
tion of either of the offenses aforesaid, shall forfeit all right to 
carry on any business in this State ; and it shall be the duty of 
the General Assembly to provide for the enforcement of the 
provisions of this section. All persons shall be excluded from, 
office who have been, or shall hereafter be, convicted of a fel- 
ony, or of such high misdemeanor as may be prescribed by law, 
but such disability may be removed by pardon of the Governor. 
The privilege of free suffrage shall be supported by laws regu- 
lating elections, and prohibiting, under adequate penalties, all 
undue influence thereon, from power, bribery, tumult or other 
improper practices. 

COBPORATIOHS. 

§ 190. !No corporation in existence at the time of the adoption 
of this Constitution shall have the benefit of future legislation 
without first filing in the office of the Secretary of State an ac- 
ceptance of the provisions of this Constitution. 

§ 191. All existing charters or grants of special or exclusive 
privileges, under which a hona fide organization shall not have 
taken place, and business been commenced in good faith at the 
time of the adoption of this Constitution, shall thereafter be- 
void and of no effect. 

§ 192. No corporation shall engage in business other than 
that expressly authorized by its charter, or the law under which 
it may have been or hereafter may be organized, nor shall it 
hold any real estate, except such as may be proper and neces- 
sary for carrying on its legitimate business, for a longer period 
than five years, under penalty of escheat. 

§ 193. No corporation shall issue stock or bonds, except 
for an equivalent in money paid or labor done, or property 
actually received and applied to the purposes for which such 
corporation was created, and neither labor nor property shall 
be received in payment of stock or bonds at a greater value 
than the market price at the time said labor was done or^ 
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property delivered, and all fictitioas increase of stock or indebt- 
edness shall be void. 

§ 194. All corporations formed under the laws of this State, 
or carrying on business in this State, shall, at all times, have one 
or more known places of business in this State, and an authorized 
agent or agents there, upon whom process may be executed, 
and the General Assembly shall enact laws to carry into effect 
the provisions of this section. 

§ 195. The Commonwealth, in the exercise of the right of 
eminent domain, shall have and retain the same powers to 
take the property and franchises of incorporated companies for 
public use whi«h it has and retains to take the property of 
individuals, and the exercise of the police powers of this Com- 
monwealth shall never be abridged, nor so construed as to per- 
mit corporations to conduct their business in such manner as to 
infringe upon the equal rights of individuals. 

§ 196. Transportation of freight and passengers by rail- 
road, steamboat or other common carrier, shall be so regulated, 
by general law, as to prevent unjust discrimination. No com- 
mon carrier shall be permitted to contract for relief from its 
common law liability. 

§ 197. No railroad, steamboat or other common carrier, under 
heavy penalty to be fixed by the General Assembly, shall give a 
free pass or passes, or shall, at reduced rates not common to the 
public, sell tickets, for transportation to any State, district, city, 
town or county oflBcer, or member of the General Assembly, or 
Judge ; and any State, district, city, town or county officer, 
or member of the General Assembly, or Judge, who shall accept 
or use a free pass or passes, or shall receive or use tickets or 
transportation at reduced rates not common to the public, shall 
forfeit his office. It shall be the duty of the General Assembly 
to enact laws to enforce the provisions of this section. 

§ 198. It shall be the duty of the General Assembly from time 
to time, as necessity may require, to enact such laws as may be 
necessary to prevent all trusts, pools, combinations or other 
organizations, from combining to depreciate below its real value 
.any article, or to enhance the cost of any article above its real 
walue. 

§ 199. Any association or corporation, or the lessees or man- 
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agers thereof, organized for the purpose, or any individual^ 
shall have the right to construct and maintain lines of telegraph 
within this State, and to connect the same with other lines, and 
said companies shall receive and transmit each other's messages 
without unreasonable delay or discrimination, and all such 
companies are hereby declared to be common carriers and sub- 
ject to legislative control. Telephone companies operating ex- 
changes in different towns or cities, or other public stations, shall 
receive and transmit each other's messages without unreasona- 
ble delay or discrimination. The General ^Assembly shall, by 
general laws of uniform operation, provide reasonable regula- 
tions to give full effect to this section. Nothing herein shall be 
construed to interfere with the rights of cities or towns to ar- 
range and control their streets and alleys, and to designate the 
places at which, and the manner in which, the wires of such 
companies shall be erected or laid within the limits of such city 

or town. 

§ 200. If any railroad, telegraph, express or other corpora- 
tion, organized under the laws of this Commonwealth, shall 
consolidate, by sale or otherwise, with any railroad, telegraph, 
express or other corporation, organized under the laws of any 
other State, the same shall not thereby become a foreign corpo- 
ration, but the courts of this Commonwealth shall retain juris- 
diction over that part of the corporate property within the 
limits of this State in all matters which may arise, as if said 
consolidation had not taken place. 

§ 201. No railroad, telegraph, telephone, bridge or common^ 
carrier company shall consolidate its capital stock, franchises or 
property, or pool its earnings, in whole or in part, with any 
other railroad, telegraph, telephone, bridge or common carrier 
company, owning a parallel or competing line or structure, or 
acquire by purchase, lease or otherwise, any parallel or compet- 
ing line or structure, or operate the same, nor shall any railroad 
company, or other common carrier, combine or make any con- 
tract with the owners of any vessel that leaves or makes port in 
this State, or with any common carrier, by which combination 
or contract the earnings of one doing the carrying are to be 
shared by the other not doing the carrying. 

§ 202. No corporation organized outside the limits of this State 
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shall be allowed to transact business within the State on more 
favorable conditions than are prescribed by law to similar cor- 
porations organized under the laws of this Commonwealth. 

§ 303. No corporation shall lease or alienate any franchise 
so as to relieve the franchise or property held thereunder from 
the liabilities of the lessor or grantor, lessee or grantee, con- 
tracted or incurred in the operation, use or enjoyment of such 
franchise, or any of its privileges. 

§ 204. Any President, Director, Manager, Cashier or other 
officer of any banking institution or association for the deposit 
or loan of money, or any individual banker, who shall receive or 
assent to the receiving of deposits after he shall have knowledge 
of the fact that such banking institution or association or indi- 
vidual banker is insolvent, shall be individually responsible for 
such deposits so received, and shall be guilty of felony and sub- 
ject to such punishment as shall be prescribed by law. 

§ 205. The General Assembly shall, by general laws, pro- 
vide for the revocation or forfeiture of the charters of all cor- 
porations guilty of abuse or misuse of their corporate powers, 
privileges or franchises, or whenever said corporations become 
detrimental to the interest and welfare of the Commonwealth 
or its citizens. 

§ 206. All elevators or storehouses, where grain or other prop- 
erty is stored for a compensation, whether the property stored 
be kept separate or not, are declared to be public warehouses, 
subject to legislative control, and the General Assembly shall 
enact laws for the inspection of grain, tobacco and other pro- 
duce, and for the protection of producers, shippers and receiv- 
ers of grain, tobacco and other produce. 

§ 207. In all elections for directors or managers of any corpo- 
ration, each share-holder shall have the right to cast as many 
votes in the aggregate as he shall be entitled to vote in said com- 
pany under its charter, multiplied by the number of director* 
or managers to be elected at such election ; and each share- 
holder may cast the whole number of votes, either in person 
or by proxy, for one candidate, or distribute such votes among 
two or more candidates, and such directors or managers shall 
not be elected in any other manner. 

§ 208. The word corporation as used in this Constitution shall 
embrace joint stock companies and associations. 
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HAILBOADS AND COMHEBCE. 

§209. A commission is hereby established, to be known 
as ''The Railroad Commission," which shall be composed of 
three Commissioners. During the session of the General As- 
sembly which convenes in December, eighteen hnndred and 
ninety-one, and before the first day of Jnne, eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-two, the Governor shall appoint, by and 
ivith the advice and consent of the Senate, said three Com 
missioners, one from each Superior Court district as now 
established, and said appointees shall take their office at the 
•expiration of the terms of the present incumbents. The Com- 
missioners so appointed shall continue in office during the term 
of the present Governor, and until their successors are elected 
and qualified. At the regular election in eighteen hundred and 
ninety-five, and every four years thereafter, the Commissioners 
shall be elected, one in each Superior Court district, by the quali- 
fied voters thereof, at the same time and for the same term as the 
Governor. No person shall be eligible to said office unless he be, 
at the time of his election, at least thirty years of age, a citizen of 
Kentucky two years, and a resident of the district from which he 
is chosen one year next preceding his election. Any vacancy in 
this office shall be filled as provided in section one hundred and 
fifty-two of this Constitution. The General Assembly may, from 
time to time, change said districts so as to equalize the population 
thereof; and may, if deemed expedient, require that the Com- 
missioners be all elected by the qualified voters of the State at 
large. And, if so required, one Commissioner shall be from 
each district. No person in the service of any railroad or com- 
mon carrier company or corporation, or of any firm or associa- 
tion conducting business as a common carrier, or in anywise 
pecuniarily interested in such company, corporation, firm or as- 
sociation, or in the railroad business, or as a common carrier, 
shall hold such office. The powers and duties of the Railroad 
Commissioners shall be regulated by law ; and until otherwise 
provided by law, the Commission so created shall have the same 
powers and jurisdiction, perform the same duties, be subject to 
tbe same regulations, and receive the same compensation as now 
conferred, prescribed and allowed by law to the existing Rail-

road (Jommissioners. The General Assembly may, for cause, 
address any of said Commissioners oat of oflGice by similar pro- 
ceedings as in the case of Jadges of the Court of Appeals ; and 
the General Assembly shall enacc laws to prevent the nonfeas- 
ance and misfeasance in office of said Commissioners, and to 
impose proper penalties therefor. 

§ 210« No corporation engaged in the business of common 
carrier shall^ directly or indirectly, own, manage, operate, or 
engage in any other business than that of a common carrier, or 
hold, own, lease or acquire, directly or indirectly, mines, fac- 
tories or timber, except such as shall be necessary to carry on 
its business ; and the General Assembly shall enact laws to give 
effect to the provisions of this section. 

§ 211. No railroad corporation organized under the laws of 
any other State, or of the United States, and doing business, or 
proposing to do busines, in this State, shall be entitled to the 
benefit of the right of eminent domain, or have power to acquire 
the right of way or real estate for depot or other uses, until it 
shall have become a body-corporate pursuant to and in accord- 
ance with the laws of this Commonwealth. 

§ 212. The rolling stock and other movable property be- 
longing to any railroad corporation or company in this State 
shall be considered personal property, and shall be liable to 
execution and sale in the same manner as the personal property 
of individuals. The earnings of any railroad company or cor- 
poration, and choses in action, money and personal property of 
all kinds belonging to it, in the hands, or under the control, of 
any officer, agent or employe of such corporation or company, 
shall be subject to process of attachment to the same extent and 
in the same manner as like property of individuals when in the 
hands or under the control of other persons. Any such earn- 
ings, choses in action, money or other personal property, may 
be subjected to the payment of any judgment against such cor- 
poration or company, in the same manner and to the same 
extent as such proi)erty of individuals in the hands of third 
persons. 

§ 213. All railroad, transfer, belt lines and railway bridge 
companies, organized under the laws of Kentucky, or operating, 
maintaining or controlling any railroad, transfer, belt lines or 
27 
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bridges, or doing a railway business in this State, shall receive^ 
transfer, deliver, and switch empty or loaded cars, and shall 
move, transport, receive, load or unload all the freight in car 
loads or less quantities, coming to or going from any railroad^ 
transfer, belt line, bridge or siding thereon, with equal prompt- 
ness and dispatch, and without any discrimination as to 
charges, preference, drawback or rebate in favor of any per 
son, corporation, consignee or consignor, in any matter as to 
payment, transportation, handling or delivery ; and shall so 
receive, deliver, transfer and transport all freight as above set 
forth, from and to any point where there is a physical connec- 
tion between the tracts of said companies. But this section 
shall not be construed as requiring any such common carrier to 
allow the use of its tracks for the trains of another engaged in 
like business. 

§ 214. No railway, transfer, belt line or railway bridge com- 
pany shall make any exclusive or preferential contract or ar- 
rangement with any individual, association or corporation, for 
the receipt, transfer, delivery, transpyortation, handling, care or 
custody of any freight, or for the conduct of any business as a 
common carrier. 

§ 216. All railway, transfer, belt lines or railway bridge 
companies shall receive, load, unload, transport, haul, deliver 
and handle freight of the same class for all persons, association 
or corporations from and to the same points and upon the same 
conditions, in the same manner and for the same charges, and 
for the same method of payment. 

§ 216. All railway, transfer, belt lines and railway bridge 
companies shall allow the tracks of each other to unite, intersect 
and cross at any point where such union, intersection and cross- 
ing is reasonable or feasible. 

§ 217. Any person, association or corporation, willfully or 
knowingly violating any of the provisions of sections two hun- 
dred and thirteen, two hundred and fourteen, two hundred and 
fifteen, or two hundred and sixteen, shall, upon conviction by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, for the first oflfense, be fined 
two thousand dollars ; for the second offense, five thousand dol- 
lars, and for the third offense, shall thereupon, ipsofacto^ forfeit 
its franchises, privileges or charter rights ; and if such delin- 
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qnent be a foreign corporation, it shall, ipso facto^ forfeit its 
right to do business in this State ; and the Attorney-General of 
the Commonwealth shall forthwith, upon notice of the violation 
of any of said provisions, institute proceedings to enforce the 
provisions of the aforesaid sections. 

§ 218. It shall be unlawful for any person or corporation, 
owning or operating a railroad in this State» or any common 
carrier, to charge or receive any greater compensation in the 
aggregate for the transportation of passengers, or of property 
of like kind, under substantially similar circumstances and 
conditions, for a shorter than for a longer distance over the 
same line, in the same direction, the shorter being included 
within the longer distance ; but this shall not be construed as 
authorizing any common carrier, or peison or corporation, own- 
ing or operating a railroad in this State, to receive as great com- 
pensation for a shorter as for a longer distance : Provided^ That 
upon application to the Railroad Commission, such common 
carrier, or person, or corporation owning or operating a railroad 
in this State, may in special cases, after investigation by the 
Commission, be authorized to charge less for longer than for 
shorter distances for the transportation of passengers or prop- 
erty ; and the Commission may, from time to time, prescribe 
the extent to which such common carrier, or person or corpora- 
tion, owning or operating a railroad in this State, may be re- 
lieved from the operations of this section. 

GENERAL PB0YI8I0NS. 

§ 54. The General Assembly shall have no power to limit the 
amount to be recovered for injuries resulting? in death, or from 
injuries to person or property. 

§ 241. Whenever the death of a person shall result from an 
injury inflicted by negligence or wrongful act, then, in every 
such case, damages may be recovered for such death, from the 
corporations and persons so causing the same. Until otherwise 
provided by law, the action to recover such damages shall in all 
cases be prosecuted by the personal representative of the de- 
ceased person. The General Assembly may provide how the 
recovery shall go and to whom belong ; and until such pro- 
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vision is made the same shall form part of the personal estate 
of the deceased person. 

§ 243. Municipal and other corporations, and individoals 
invested with the privilege of taking private property for pub- 
lic use, shall make just compensation for property taken, 
injured or destroyed by them ; which compensation shall be 
paid before such taking, or paid or secured at the election of 
such corporation or individual, before such injury or destruction. 
The General Assembly shall not deprive any person of an appeal 
from any preliminary assessment of damages against any such 
corporation or individual made by Commissioners or otherwise ; 
and upon appeal from such preliminary assessment, the amount 
of such damages shall, in all cases, be determined by a jury, ac- 
cording to the course of the common law. 

§ 244. All wage-earners in this State employed in factories, 
mines, workshops, or by corporations, shall be paid for their la- 
bor in lawful money. The General Assembly shall prescribe 
adequate penalties for violations of this section.

CHAPTER 103. 



Abticle IV. 

AssessTnent of and Payment of Taxes hy Railroads. 

§ 1. That the president or chief officer of each railroad com- 
pany, or other corporation owning or operating a railroad lying 
in whole or in part in this State, shall, on or before the first of 
September in each year, return to the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts of the State, under oath, the total length of such rail- 
road) including the length thereof beyond the limits of the 
State, and designating its length within this State, and in each 
county, city, incorporated town and taxing, district therein, 
together with the average value per mile thereof, and in the 
respective counties, cities, incorporated towns and taxing dis- 
tricts therein, together with the average value per mile thereof, 
for the purpose of being operated as a carrier of freight and 
passengers, including engines and cars, and a list of the depot 
grounds and improvements, and other real estate of the said 
company and the value thereof, and the respective counties, 
cities, and incorporated towns in which the same are located. 
That if any of said railroad companies owns or operates a rail- 
road or railroads out of this State, the president or chief officer 
of such company shall only be required to return such propor- 
tion of the entire value of all its rolling stock as the number of 
miles of its railroad in this State bears to the whole number of 
miles operated by said company in and out of this State. Said 
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report shall be made as of the first day of July, and a failure to 
file said report by the first day of September shall subject the 
president or chief officer residing in this State to a fine of one 
thousand dollars, and fifty dollars for every day after the first 
day of September that he fails to file said report, to be recovered 
as indicated by section nine of this article. 

§ 2. Should any railroad, or part of a line of railroad, in 
this State be in the hands or mnder the control of a receiver or 
other person, by order or decree of any court in this or any 
other State, it shall be the duty of such receiver or other person 
to make, under his oath, the returns and valuations required by 
the first section of this article ; and should the president or chief 
officer of any railroad company, or such receiver, fail to make 
8aid returns and valuations on or before the first day of Septem- 
ber in each year, the said Auditor shall proceed and ascertain 
the facts and values required by this article to be returned, and 
in such manner and by such means as he may deem best, and at 
the cost of the company failing to make the returns and values. 

§ 3. The Auditor shall lay before the Railroad Commission, 
on or before the first day of October, the returns made to him 
under this act, and any schedules and valuations he may have 
made under the second section of this article. And should the 
valuations, or any of them, in the judgment of said board, be 
either too high or too low, they shall correct and equalize the 
same by a proper increase or decrease thereof. Said board shall 
keep a record of their proceedings, to be signed by each mem- 
ber present at any meeting ; and the said board is hereby au- 
thorized to examine the books and property of any railroad 
company to ascertain the value of its property, or to have them 
examined by any suitable disinterested person, to be appointed 
by 'them for that purpose. 

§ 4. It shall be the duty of the county superintendent of 
common schools in each county in which a railroad is operated 
to furnish, on or before the first day of July of each year, to 
such railroad company or companies, the boundary of each 
graded or common school district through or into which any 
part of such railroad or other railroad property is situated; 
and the county clerk of any county containing any other tax- 
ing district through or into which any railroad is located shall 
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make a similar report to such railroad company. Any county 
superintendent or county clerk failing to make the report, as 
herein required, or shall make a false report, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, shall be fined 
not less than fifty nor more than one hundred dollars for each 
offense. 

§ 5. All taxes against any railroad company, which shall be 
levied in any common school district, shall be paid to the super- 
intendent of common schools of the county for the benefit of 
the district entitled thereto. 

§ 6. The provisions of this law shall not be construed to ap- 
ply to any colored school district: Provided^ That the same 
rate of taxation assessed afi:ainst the real estate of any railroad 
company or corporation in any graded common school district 
or common school district, in any year, shall be assessed against 
all of the taxable property in such district, and the railroad tax, 
when collected, shall be paid over to the county superintendent 
of the county in which the district school-house wherein the tax 
assessed shall be situated, and shall constitute and be held by the 
county superintendent as a graded or common district school 
fund ; and the said fund shall be apportioned and distributed by 
the county superintendent between the white graded common 
school or white common school district wherein said tax shall be 
collected, and any colored common school district which shall 
be located over the same boundary ; the distribution shall be in 
the ratio that the whole number of white children of pupil age 
and the whole number of colored children of pupil age residing 
in the district shall bear to the whole number of children, white 
and colored, residing in the district wherein such tax shall be 
collected. 

§ 7.' The same rate of taxation for State purposes which is or 
may be in any year levied on other real estate, shall be, and is 
hereby, levied upon the value, so found by said board, of the 
railroad, rolling stock and real estate of each company ; and the 
same rate of taxation for the purposes of each city, town, coun- 
ty, part of a county, or tax district of any kind, in which any 
portion of any railroad is located, which is, or may be, in any 
year, levied on other real estate therein, shall be, and is hereby, 
«vied on the value of the real estate of said company there- 
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in, and of the number of miles of sach road therein, reck- 
oned as of the value of the average of each mile of such 
railroad, with its rolling stock, as ascertained as afore* 
said: Provided^ That railroad bridges spanning any river, 
which constitutes the boundary or State Hue of the Common- 
wealth, shall be assessed as of the counties in which they are 
located, and local tax derived therefrom shall be applied to each 
city» town, county or tax district in which said bridges are or 
may be located ; and immediately after the said board shall 
have completed its valuations each year, the Auditor of Public 
Accounts shall notify the clerk of each county court of the 
amount so assessed for taxation in his county, and each railroad 
company of the amount of its assessment for taxation for State 
purposes and for the purposes of such city, town, county, part 
of county and tax district. And all existing laws in this State 
authorizing the assessment and taxation of the property of rail- 
road companies by counties, cities or incorporated towns, are 
hereby repealed, and no county, city, or incorporated town in 
this State shall hereafter assess, levy or collect any taxes on the 
property of railroad companies in this State except as provided 
by this article. 

§ 8. All taxes assessed against any railroad company shall be 
^ due and payable thirty days after notice by mail of the assess- 
ment is given by the Auditor, and every such company failing 
to pay its taxes after receiving such thirty days' notice of the 
amount of such tax shall be deemed delinquent, and a ];>enalty 
of ten per cent, on the amount of the tax shall attach, and 
thereafter such tax shall bear interest at the rate of ten per 
cent, per annum. Any railroad company failing to pay its 
taxes, penalty and interest, after becoming delinquents, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction, shall be 
fined fifty dollars for each day the same remains unpaid, to be 
recovered by indictment or civil action, of which the Franklin 
Circuit Court shall have jurisdiction. 

§ 9. Taxes, penalties and interest due the Commonwealth 
from any railroad company may be recovered by the Auditor of 
Public Accounts, by action in the name of the Commonwealth, 
in the Franklin Circuit Court ; and those due any county, city^ 
incorporated town or taxing district may be recovered by the 
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officer authorized to receive the same, by action in the name of 
the Commonwealth in any court of competent jurisdiction.

SUBDIVISION I. RAILROAD COMPANIES, ORGANIZA- 
TION OP. 

§ 182. Any number of persons, not less than seven, may asso- 
ciate to form a corporation for the purpose of constructing, 
operating and maintaining a railroad. Such persons shall exe- 
cute articles of incorporation, which shall specify the name 
of the proposed railroad, the number of years the corpo- 
ration is to continue, the amount of its capital stock, and 
the number of shares into which the same shall be divided';, 
the number of directors, which shall not be less than five 
nor more than fifteen, and their names; the places from 
and to which, and the name of each county into or through 
which it is intended to be constructed, and its length as near a& 
may be. Each subscriber to such articles shall set opposite his 
name his place of residence and the number of shares subscribed 
by him. Whenever two hundred and fifty dollars per mile has 
in good faith been subscribed, and twenty per cent, thereof paid 
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in in cash, to the persons named in the articles as directors, and 
an affidavit made to that effect by two of said named directors 
and attached thereto, a copy of said articles and affidavit shall 
be filed in the office of the Railroad Commissioners, and in the 
office of the Secretary of State ; and when a certificate of snch 
fact is delivered by the said officers to the incorporators, the 
persons who have subscribed such articles shall be a body-cor- 
porate by the name specified in the articles, and as such may 
sue and be sued, contract and be contracted with, have a seal, 
and change the same at pleasure ; may elect or appoint direct* 
ors, who shall choose from their number such officers as may be 
necessary ; may require from any officer or employe a bond for 
the faithful discharge of his duties, and prescribe such by-laws 
for its government, and exercise such powers as are necessary 
to the conduct of Its business not inconsistent with law. 

§ 183. The articles of incorporation may be amended and 
changed io the manner provided in article one of this chapter ; 
and a copy of any amendment or alteration, attested by the 
president and secretary of the corporation, shall be filed in the 
office of the Railroad Commissioners and the Secretary of State 
within thirty days after its adoption by the corporation ; and 
when so filed, and a certificate of that fact is delivered to the 
president or secretary, the corporation shall have the right to 
make such alterations and changes in its business as are author- 
ized by the amended articles. 

§ 184. No railroad corporation, organized or created by or 
under the laws of any other State, shall have the right to con- 
demn land for, or acquire the right of way for, or purchase or 
hold land for its depots, tracks, or other purposes, until it shall 
have first filed in the office of the Secretary of State of this State, 
in the manner provided in the first article of this chapter, its 
acceptance of the Constitution of this State, and shall have 
become organized as a corporation under the laws of this State, 
which it may do by filing in the offices of the Secretary of State 
and the Railroad Commission articles of incorporation in the 
manner and form provided in section 182 of this article. 

§ 185. A copy of any articles of incorporation, or any amend- 
ments thereto, filed in the offices mentioned, and certified by the 
Secretary of State, shall be admitted as evidence for or against 
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the corporation, and shall be prima fade evidence of the mat- 
ters therein stated. 

§ 186. Every corporation proceeding to construct its road in or 
through any county shall file and have recorded at its expense, 
in the county clerk's oflSce of such county, a map of the route, 
showing the centre of said proposed road, and the width there- 
of ; and if, after a road is located, it is desired to change its 
location, or the proposed route is changed, as it may be, a map 
showing such change, as well as the centre and width thereof, 
shall be filed and recorded as its expense in the county clerk's 
oflice of the county in which the change is made. If the pro- 
posed route, as indicated by the map, crosses the line of any 
other railroad, notice of such fact shall, before the construction 
of the road is commenced near the point of crossing, be given 
to the Railroad Commission, who shall give notice to the corpo- 
ration whose road it is proposed to cross, as well as the other 
corporation, of the time and place it will meet to consider the 
question of approving the crossing, if objection be made there- 
to ; and the Commission may determine the manner in which 
the crossing shall be made to protect against accidents thereat. 

§ 187. Every company shall possess the following powers, and 
be subject to th^ following liabilities and restrictions : 

JB^irst To cause such examinations and surveys for the pro- 
posed railroad to be made as may be necessary to the selection 
•of the most advantaeceous route for such road ; and, for such 
purposes, by its officers, agents and servants, to enter upon 
lands or waters of any person, but subject to liability for all 
damages which they shall do thereto. 

Second. To receive, hold, enter upon, and take possession of 
-such voluntary grants and donations of real and other property 
lis shall be made to it, to aid in the construction and mainten- 
ance and operation of such road ; but the real property thus 
received shall be held and used for the purposes of such grant 
or donation only. 

Third. To purchase, hold, enter upon, take possession of, 
and use all such real estate, franchise and other property, as 
may be necessary for the construction, maintenance and accom- 
modation of its line of road ; but the same shall not be taken or 
appropriated without the consent of the owner until the com- 
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pensation to be made therefor is agreed upon or ascertainedv 
and paid or deposited as provided by law. 

Fourth. To lay out its road not exceeding one hundred feet 
in width, and if more than one track is laid, fifty feet additional 
for each track, and construct the same ; and for the purpose of 
cuttings or embankments, and procuring stone, gravel or other 
material, or for the purpose of draining its road-bed, to take, in 
the manner herein provided, such other lands in the vicinity of 
or adjacent to its road as may be necessary for the proper con* 
struction, operation and security of its road; and to change^ 
when it deems proper, the gauge of its road ; aod may, for the 
purpose of avoiding annoyance to public travel or dangerous or 
difficult grades or curves, or unsafe or insecura grounds or foun- 
dations, or for other reasonable cause, change the location or 
grade of any portion of its road ; but shall not, except as other*^ 
wise provided, depart from the general route prescribed in the 
articles of incorporation. 

Fifth. To construct its road upon or across any water-course^ 
private or plank road, highway, street, lane or alley, and across 
any railroad or canal; but the corporation shall restore the 
water-course, private or plank road, highway, street, lane, alley, 
railroad or canal to its former condition, as near as may be, and 
shall not obstruct the navigation of any stream, or obstruct any 
public highway or street, by cars or trains, for more than five 
minutes at any one time ; and shall construct suitable road and 
street crossings for the passage of teams by putting down planks 
or other suitable material between and on each side of the rails, 
the top of which shall be at least as high as the top of the rails 
of such road or street ; and in case* the road is constructed upon 
any public street or alley, the same shall be upon such terms 
and conditions as shall be agreed upon between the corporation 
and the authorities of any city in which the same may be ; but 
such road shall not be constructed upon any public street or 
alley until compensation shall be made by the corporation there* 
for to the owner of the property adjoining such street or alley, 
and opposite where such road is to be constructed, either by 
agreement or in the manner provided by law. 

§ 188. Any company may build such spurs, switches tracks or 
branches as may be necessary to conduct its business or develop 
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basiness along its line of road, and for that purpose shall have 
all the powers and be subject to the same restrictions and liabili- 
i^ies as are conferred upon it for the construction of its main 
line ; and may, unless prohibited by law, subscribe to the capital 
:Stock of any other railroad company organized under the law 
of this or any other State, with the assent of such company ; 
and any company organized under the laws of this or any other 
State may, unless prohibited by law, subscribe to the capital 
stock of any company organized under this law, with the assent 
of such company, and may make any agreement or arrangement, 
not inconsistent with law, with any other railroad company. 

§ 189. Any two or more companies may, unless otherwise pro- 
vided by law, consolidate into a single company in the manner 
provided in article one of this chapter, and such new corpora- 
tion shall possess all the powers, rights and franchises conferred 
upon such two or more corporations, and shall be subject to all 
the restrictions and liabilities, and perform all the duties im- 
posed by the provisions of their respective charters or laws of 
organization not inconsistent with this law. 

§ 190. Corporations organized under this law shall have power 
to borrow such sums of money as may be necessary for funding 
their floating debt or for completing, equipping or operating 
their road, or any part thereof, or for paying any debts incur- 
red for such purposes, and to issue and dispose of their bonds 
or obligations for any amount necessarily borrowed for such 
purpose, and to mortgage their corporate property and fran- 
chises, or any part thereof, to secure the payment of any debt 
contracted, or to defray any expenditure for the purposes 
aforesaid ; and may confer on any holder of such bonds or obli- 
gations the right to convert the same into the stock of such com- 
pany ; and may, in the manner provided in article one of this 
•chapter, increase or decrease its capital stock ; and the increased 
stock may be ''common" or ''preferred," as shall be desig- 
nated in the call for the meeting of the stockholders. If pre- 
ferred stock be issued, the company may guarantee to the 
holders thereof semi-annual or quarterly dividends, to an 
amount not exceeding six per cent, per annum, payable at its 
office or at such other places as the directors may designate. 
The stock may be sold at such time and place, either within or 
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withoat the State, as may be deemed advisable, and the pro- 
ceeds thereof applied for Che purposes for which it was issaed ; 
the anpreferred stock of the company shall be entitled to divi- 
dends only out of the surplus of the profits, after setting apart 
a sum sufficient to pay the dividends upon the preferred stock ; 
and the company which issues such preferred stock shall reserve 
the privilege of redeeming and canceling the same at par at any 
time after three years from the date of its issue ; and the pre- 
ferred stock herein provided for may be convertible into bonds 
of the company at the option of the parties. 

SUBDIVISION 11. GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

§ 191. Any company that has established and maintained 
throughout the year, for five consecutive years, a passenger 
station at a point on its road, shall not abandon such station^ 
nor substantially diminish the accommodations furnished by the 
stopping of trains thereat, as compared with that furnished at 
other substantially similar stations on the same road, without 
the written consent of the Railroad Commission ; and if any 
station used by a company is burned or otherwise destroyed, or 
becomes unfit for the accommodation of the public, the Railroad 
Commission shall notify, in writing, the manager or chief officer 
in this State of the company owning or using such station to 
rebuild or repair the same, as the case may be, and such company 
shall, within ninety d^ys after such notice, comply with the 
requirements thereof, and that every company operating a rail- 
road in this State shall provide a convenient and suitable wait- 
ing-room and water-closet at all depots in cities and towns at 
such other stations as the Railroad Commission may require on 
its lines, and keep and maintain the same in decent order and 
repair. 

§ 192. Every company shall cause signal boards, well sup- 
ported by posts or otherwise, at such heights as to be easily 
seen by travelers, and not obstructing travel, containing on each 
side, in capital letters at least five inches high, the following in- 
scription: "Railroad Crossing," to be placed and constantly 
maintained, at each public highway where it is crossed by the 
railroad at the same level ; but such board need not be put 
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np in cities or towns, unless required by the local anthoritiea 
thereof. 

§ 198. That whenever, in the opinion of the Railroad Commis- 
sion, the pablic interest require that a gate be erected or 
maintained, or a flagman be stationed at any street or high- 
way crossing, they shall give the superintendent or manager of 
the railroad written notice that the same is required, and the 
company shall, within the time prescribed by the Commission, 
erect and maintain at such crossing the character of gate di- 
rected by the Commission, and keep a man in charge of the 
same during such hours as they may designate, or keep a flag- 
man at such crossing during such hours as they may require, 

§ 194. That whenever railroads cross each other in this State, 
the trains shall be brought to a full stop at least fifty feet before 
getting to the crossing : Provided^ however^ That the provision 
of this act shall not be applicable where the crossings of such 
roads are regulated by derailing switches, or other safety appli- 
ances, which prevent collisions at crossings, nor where a flagman 
or watchman is stationed at such crossings and signals that the 
trains may cross in safety. 

§ 195. No bridge or passway hereafter constructed over any 
railroad, except in cities having power under their charters to 
regulate the height of such bridges or passways, shall be at a 
less height than twenty-two feet above the track of the road, 
unless by the written authority of the Commission ; and when- 
ever there Shall be over any railroad a bridge, tunnel or other 
obstruction, at a height of less than seven feet above the roof of 
the freight cars used or hauled on said road, it shall be the duty 
of the officers of such road to erect and keep in repair, at or 
near such bridge, tannel or obstruction, and on each side there- 
of, a rod or beam placed across the track, at such height and at 
such distance from the bridge, tunnel or obstruction as the 
Railroad Commission shall direct ; and from such rod or beam 
shall be suspended straps, ropes or cords, of such length as the 
Commission may determine, and not greater than six inches 
apart, for the space of eight feet, directly over the track. 

§ 196. Notice of every accident which may occur and be at- 
tended with loss of life shall be given within five days there- 
after by the company operating the road on which the accident 
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occurred to the Railroad Commission, and such company shall 
furnish the Commission all information requested by it concern- 
ing the cause of the accident. 

§ 197. No regular or other passenger train shall be run with- 
out an air-brake, or some equally effective appliance for con- 
trolling the speed of trains, which may be applied by the 
engineer to each car composing the train, and which shall, at 
all times, be kept in good condition and ready for use at the 
discretion of the engineer. The provisions of this section shall 
not apply to mixed trains. 

§ 198. Every company shall require a uniform hat or cap, and 
distinguishing badges, to be worn by all its employes except 
engineers and firemen, whose duties relate immediately to the 
transportation of passengers. 

§ 199. Before the first day of January, 1894, every company 
shall adjust, fix or block the frogs on its tracks to prevent the 
feet of its employes from being caught therein. ' 

§ 200. All railroad companies doing business in this State, 
upon lines owned or leased by them, shall, within thirty days 
after this act goes into effect, furnish to the Railroad Commis- 
sioners copies of all their rates and tariffs then in force ; and 
shall also furnish the Commission with copies of all rates and 
tariffs, or changes therein^ thereafter made, at the date that the 
same are issued. 

§ 201. All companies shall place in, on or around the tops of 
the chimneys of engines a screen, fender, damper or other ap- 
pliance, that will prevent, as far as possible, sparks of fire from 
escaping from such chimneys. 

§ 202. Every company shall furnish sufficient accommodation 
for the transportation of all such passengers and property as shall 
within a reasonable time previous thereto, offer, or be offered, 
for transportation, at places established by the corporation for 
receiving and discharging passengers and freight, and shall, 
when requested, check every parcel of baggage taken for trans- 
portation, if there is a handle, loop or fixture, so that the same 
can be attached, and shall give to the person deliveriog such 
baggage a check for the same. 

§ 203. All companies shall keep their ticket offices open for the 
sale of tickets at least thirty minutes immediately preceding 
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the departure of all passenger trains from every regalar pas- 
senger depot from which such trains start, or at which they 
stop ; and when any regular passenger train is delayed for 
thirty minutes in its arrival at a station which is a telegraph 
office, it shall cause to have posted, in some conspicuous place 
in the waiting-room for passengers at such station, the fact of 
and length of time of the delay as soon as the same is ascertained 
by its agent at such station, and shall keep the waiting-room 
-open for passengers until the train arrives ; and shall cause to 
be announced twice within each passenger car of every passenger 
train, within a reasonable time before its arrival at a station at 
which, from notice given, it is to stop, the name of such station, 
and at junctions, crossings and points where trains leave at or 
near the same time in different directions, shall cause to be 
announced in each passenger car the direction in which such car 
is to go. 

§ 204. Every company that shall have unclaimed freight not 
perishable, or unclaimed baggage in its possession, for one year 
or more, may sell the same at public auction, and out of the 
proceeds thereof retain the expenses of transportation, storage, 
advertisement and sale. Notice of such sale shall be given to 
the consignor and consignee by letter addressed to each of them, 
respectively, and mailed to the nearest post-office to the place 
at which the goods were received, and to which they were car- 
ried ; and notice of such sale shall also be published for four 
weeks in some newspaper of general circulation in the State. 
In case the freight is perishable, it may be sold as soon as it is 
deemed necessary and proper, and notice of such sale shair be 
.ffiven, if practicable, to the consignor and consignee, as herein 
directed. A record shall be kept of the articles sold, and prices 
obtained therefor, and the surplus, if any, after payment of 
charges, shall be paid to the owner of such articles, if de- 
manded, at any time within two years from date of sale. 

§ 205. Every company shall provide each locomotive engine 
passing upon its road with a bell of ordinary size and steam 
whistle, and such bell shall be rung, or whistle sounded outside 
of incorporated cities and towns at a distance of at least fifty 
rods from the place where the road crosses upon the same level 
•any highway or crossing at which a sign-board is required to be 
28 
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maintained, and such bell shall be rang or whistle soanded con- 
tinuously or alternately until the engine has reached such high- 
way crossing, and shall give such signals in cities and towns as 
the legislative authorities thereof may require. 

§ 206. No passenger car on any railroad shall be lighted by 
naphtha, or by illuminating oil or fluid made in part of naphtha^ 
or any oil or fluid which will ignire at a temperature of less than 
three hundred degrees Fahrenheit. 

§ 207. Every company shall keep its right of way clear and 
free from weeds, high grass and decayed timber, which, from 
their nature and condition, are combustible material, liable to 
take and communicate fire from passing trains to abutting or 
adjacent property. 

§ 208. Every person now operating, or that may hereafter 
operate, a railroad in this State, under a contract or lease, shall 
have the same recorded in the office of the Secretary of State 
and in the county clerk's office of every county in which said 
road, or any part thereof, lies, within thirty days after the con- 
tract or lease is executed, or, if heretofore made, within thirty 
days after this law goes into effect. 

§ 209. When two railroad companies use the same line of road- 
way in the operation of their trains, they shall afford along such 
road-way reasonable and proper facilities for the receiving, for- 
warding and delivering of passengers and property without dis- 
crimination in their rates and charges. All contracts made 
between such companies, in so far as the same shall conflict with 
the provisions of this section, are hereby declared to be null and 
void, and contrary to public policy. The Railroad Commis- 
sioners shall enforce the provisions of this section by imposing 
the same penalties for violations thereof as is provided in section 
227 of this act for violations of said section. 

§ 210. Any company failing to comply with or violating or 
permitting any of its employes or agents to violate any of the 
provisions of sections 191, 192, 193, 194, 198, 197, 199, 200, 201, 
203, 206, 206 and 208 of this article, shall, in addition to sub- 
jecting itself to any damages that may be caused by such failure 
or violation, be guilty of a misdemeanor, and be fined for each 
failure or violation not less than one hundred nor more than five 
hundred dollars, to be recovered by indictment in the circuit 
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court of any county through which the company in default 
operates a line of road, or in the Franklin Circuit Court. 

§ 211. Any person who shall recklessly, wantonly or mali- 
ciously throw any stone, stick, club or other missile at or into, or 
shoot at or into any engine of any railroad train in this Stat-e^ 
or any car attached thereto, on or in which engine or car there 
may be any passenger or other person, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be fined 
not less than one hundred nor more than five hundred dollars, 
or imprisoned in the county jail not less than six nor more than 
twelve months. And if any such stone, stick, club or other 
missile so thrown was calculated to produce death or great 
bodily harm, and any person or passenger, on or in such engine 
or car attached thereto, shall be injured or wounded, such per- 
son so throwing the same shall be deemed gailty of a felony, 
and be fined in a sum not less than two hundred nor more 
than five hundred dollars, and imprisoned in the penitentiary 
not less than one nor more than two years. And should death 
ensue from such throwing or shooting within one year there- 
after, the person guilty of the same, as herein provided, shall 
be deemed guilty of murder. 

§ 212. It shall be unlawful for any person, other than passen- 
gers and employes, to get on or off on the outside, or to swing 
on or hang on from the outside of any engine or car whilst the 
same is in motion or switching, or immediately preceding its 
moving or switching. Any person violating the provisions of 
this section shall be fined not exceeding ten dollars for each 
offense. 

§ 213. If any person, whilst riding on a passenger or other 
train, shall, in the hearing or presence of other passengers, and 
to their annoyance, use or utter obscene or profane language, or 
behave in a boisterous or riotous manner, or obtain, or attempt 
to obtain, money or property from any passenger by any game 
or device, he shall be fined for each offense not less than twenty- 
five nor more than one hundred dollars, or imprisoned in the 
county jail not less than ten nor more than fifty days, or both 
so fined and imprisoned ; and it shall be the duty of the con- 
ductor in charge of any train upon which there is a person who 
has violated the provisions of this section either to put such 
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person off the train, or to give notice of such violation to some 
peace officer at the first stopping place where any snch officer 
may be. 

§ 214. Any person who shall willfully and maliciously tear 
up, displace, break, or disturb any rail or other fixture attached 
to the track or switch of any railroad in operation, or break 
any bridge or viaduct of such road, or who shall place any ob- 
struction on the track or switch of such road, or do any act 
whereby any engine or car might be upset, arrested, or thrown 
from the track of such road or switch, or any branch or turn- 
out, shall be confined in the penitentiary not less than one nor 
more than five years. 

§ 215. Any person who shall, by any of the acts mentioned in 
the next preceding section, cause the life of any person to be 
put in immediate peril, or cause any locomotive or car to be 
actually thrown from the track, shall be confined in the peniten- 
tiary not less than two nor more than ten years. 

§ 216. If by the locomotives or cars of any company cattle 
shall be killed or injured on the track of said road adjoining the 
lands belonging to or in the occupation of the owner of such 
cattle, who has not received compensation for fencing said land 
along said road, the loss shall be divided between the railroad 
company and the owner of such cattle ; but in every case where 
cattle are killed or injured by the negligence or carelessness of 
the agents or servants of any company, it shall pay full damages 
for such killing or injury ; and the killing or injury of cattle by 
the engine or cars of any company shall be prima fade evidence 
of negligence and carelessness on the part of the company, its 
agents and servants. 

§ 217. Whenever any cattle may be killed or injured by the 
cars or locomotive upon any railroad, it shall be lawful for the 
owner of the cattle so killed or injured, after first giving the 
nearest station agent of the company operating said railroad 
written notice of bis intention, to apply to a justice of the peace 
within the district in which said cattle may have been killed or 
injured ; and said justice shall appoint three discreet and disin- 
terested housekeepers of his county a board of appraisers, who, 
after being duly sworn, shall examine the cattle so killed or 
injured, and affix a value upon the same if killed, or assess the 
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damages to the same if injured, and retnm to said justice a 
written report, carefully describing the cattle, stating whether 
they were killed or injured, and also setting out the valuation 
or assessment of damage made by them ; which report said jus- 
tice shall preserve as a part of the records of his ofBce. 

§ 218. If the company shall fail, for sixty days, to pay to the 
owner of the cattle so killed or injured the full amount assessed 
by said board of appraisers, and one-half the cost attending the 
assessment, he stiall have the right to institute suit on the orig- 
inal cause of action ; and if upon the trial he recovers a verdict 
for an amount equal to the amount assessed in his favor by said 
board of appraisers, it shall be the duty of the court to render 
judgment in his favor for the amount of said verdict, and 
twenty-five per centum in addition thereto ; but if the company 
has offered to pay the award and the owner has refused to ac- 
cept the same, and he fails to recover a verdict for an amount 
equal to said assessment, the cost of the action shall be taxed 
against him. 

§ 219. The justice of the peace and the three appraisers shall 
receive for their services, each, the sum of one dollar, to be paid 
equally by the company and owner of the stock killed or injured; 
and if an action is brought against the company, these fees shall 
be taxed as cost against the unsuccessful party. 

§ 220. The provisions of the last three preceding sections 
shall not apply to any railroad company which shall inclose its 
entire line of road with a good and lawful fence, and good and 
sufBcient cattle-gaps, and keep the same in repair. 

§ 221. The rolling stock and other movable property belong- 
ing to any company in this State shall be considered personal 
property, and liable to execution and sale in the same manner 
as the property of individuals ; and the earnings, money and 
choses in action of any company in the hands of any officer, 
agent or employe may be subjected to the payment of debts in 
the same manner as similar property of individuals ; and after 
an execution on a judgment against any company owning or 
operating any railroad in this State shall be returned by the 
proper officer no property found, in whole or in part, the plaintiff 
therein may institute an equitable action against said company 
in the circuit court of the county in which said judgment was 
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rendered, to place its road and property in the hands of a re- 
ceiver ; and the court, upon a petition showing said return, and 
the failure to pay said judgment upon the service of summons 
upon said company, shall appoint some suitable person as re- 
<5eiver of said company, and, as such, take possession and con- 
trol of all the road and property belonging to and operated by 
said company, including all rolling stock thereof. Said receiver 
shall operate said road until he shall have collected a sum 
sufficient to pay off the judgment and costs, and the cost of 
the receivership, when he shall surrender the road and prop- 
-erty to the defendant. The receiver shall first pay out of the 
earnings and receipts of the road collected by him the necessary 
operating expenses, including in same what shall be necessary 
to keep said road[in such repair that it can be safely and prop- 
erly operated. The said receiver, before entering upon his duties, 
shall execute a bond for the faithful performance of his duties, 
•tvith good and[sufficient sureties, to be approved by the court. 

§ 322. Any person engaged in operating a mine or stone- 
quarry within three miles of any navigable stream or railroad 
may, for the purpose of transporting material to and from such 
stream or railroad and such mine or quarry, construct and 
operate a line of railroad from such mine or quarry to the most 
oonvenient and accessible point on such stream or road, and 
may, under the general laws, condemn such land as may be 
necessary, not exceeding fifty feet in width for each track 
necessarily constructed, and not exceeding two acres of land 
at such railroad or stream for the purpose of necessary build- 
Inge. The owner or operator of such road shall be, so far as 
they are applicable, governed and controlled by the laws re- 
lating to other railroads, and shall have the same rights and 
privileges granted to corporations owning and operating lines of 
railroad. 

S 223. If any railroad corporation shall charge, collect or 
receive more than a just and reasonable rate of toll or compensa- 
tion for the transportation of passengers or freight in this State, 
or for the use of any railroad car upon its track, or upon any 
track it has control of, or the right to use in this State, it shall 
he guilty of extortion. 

§ 224. If any corporation engaged in operating a railroad in 
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this State shall, directly or indirectly, by any special rate, re- 
bate, drawback or other device, charge, d,eTnand, collect or 
receive from any person a greater or less compensation for any 
service rendered in the transportation of passencjers or property 
than it charges, demands, collects or receives from any other 
person for doing for him a like and contemporaneous service in 
the transportation of a like kind of traffic, it shall be deemed 
guilty of nnjust discrimination. 

§ 226. It shall be unlawful for any corporation to make or 
give any undue or unreasonable preference or advantage to any 
particular person or locality, or any particular description of 
traffic, in any respect whatever, in the transportation of a like 
kind of traffic ; or to subject any particular person, company, 
firm, corporation or locality, or any particular description of 
traffic, to any undue or unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage. 
When one or more car loads of freight shall be transported at 
the same time for different persons, and for each shipper a car 
load or more, such shipment shall be considered and taken as 
the same quantity of freight within the meaning of this law ; 
and when less than a car load of freight, and over five thousand 
.pounds, are transported at the same time for different shippers, 
and for each shipper over five thousand pounds, such shipment 
shall be considered and taken as the same quantity of freight ; 
and when over five hundred pounds and less than five thousand 
pounds are transported at the same time for different shippers, 
and for each shipper said quantity of freight, such shipment 
shall be considered and taken as the same quantity of freight. 

§ 226. Any railroad corporation that shall be guilty of extor- 
tion or unjust discrimination, or of giving to any person or 
locality, or to any description of traffic, an undue or unreason- 
able preference or advantage, shall, upon conviction, be fined 
for the first offense in any sum not less than five hundred dol- 
lars nor more than one thousand dollars ; and, upon a second 
conviction, in any sum not less than five hundred dollars nor 
more than two thousand dollars ; and, upon a third conviction, 
in any sum not less than two thousand dollars nor more than 
five thousand dollars. The circuit court of any county, into or 
through which the line of railroad may run, owned or operated 
'by the corporation alleged to be guilty as aforesaid, and the 
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Franklin Circuit Court, shall have jurisdiction of the offense^ 
which shall be prosecuted by indictment, or by action in the 
name of the Commonwealth^ upon information filed by the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners ; and such railroad corpora- 
tion shall also be liable in damages to the party aggrieved to the 
amount of damages sustained, together with cost of suit and 
reasonable attorneys' fees to be fixed by the court. Indictments' 
under this section shall be made only upon the recommendation 
or request of the Railroad Commission, filed in the court hav- 
ing jurisdiction of the offense ; and all prosecutions and actions^ 
under this law shall be commenced within two years after the 
offense shall have been committed, or the cause of the action 
shall have accrued. 

§ 227. If any person owning or operating a railroad in this 
State, or any common carrier, shall charge or receive any greater 
compensation in the aggregate for the transportation of passen- 
gers or property of like kind, under substantially similar 
circumstances and conditions, for a shorter than for a longer 
distance, over the same line in the same direction, the shorter 
being included within the longer distance, such person shalU 
for each offense, be gailty of a misdemeanor, and fined not less 
than one hundred nor more than five hundred dollars, to be 
recovered by indictment in the Franklin Circuit Court, or the 
circuit court of any county into or through which the railroad, 
or common carrier so violating runs or carries on its business. 
Upon complaint made to the Railroad Cpmmission that any 
railroad or common carrier has violated the provisions of this 
section, it shall be the duty of the Commission to investigate 
the grounds of complaint, and if, after such investigation, 
the Commission deems it proper to exonerate the railroad or 
common carrier from the operation of the provisions of this- 
section, an order in writing to that effect shall be made by the 
Commission, and a copy thereof delivered to the complainant 
and the railroad or common carrier, and the same shall be pub- 
lished as a part of the report of the Commission ; and after 
such order, the railroad or carrier shall not be prosecuted or 
fined on account of the complaint made. If the Commission,, 
after investigation, fails to exonerate the railroad or carrier 
from the operation of the provisions of this section, an order in* 
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writing to that effect shall be made by the CommissioD, and a 
copy thereof delivered to the complainant, and the railroad or 
common carrier, and the same shall be published as a part of 
the report of the Commission ; and after snch order, it shall be 
the duty of the Commission to furnish a statement of the facts, 
together with a copy of its order, to the grand jury of any 
county, the circuit coart of which has jurisdiction, in order that 
the railroad company or carrier may be indicted for the offense ; 
and the Commission shall use proper efforts to see that such 
company or. carrier is indicted and prosecuted. 

SUBDIVISION III. RAILROAD COMMISSION. 

§ 228. There is established a department in the State govern- 
ment to be known as the Railroad Commission, which shall be 
composed of three Commissioners, one of whom shall act as 
chairman, and whose duty it shall be to see that the laws relat- 
ing to all railroads, except street, are faithfully executed, and^ 
to exercise a general supervision over the railroads of the State. 
Each of said Commissioners is authorized to administer oaths^. 
and two of them shall constitute a quorum. 

§ !229. The office of the Commission shall be at the seat of gov- 
ernment, and they shall be provided with suitable offices, 
furniture and stationery by the State, and may appoint a 
secretary at a salary of twelve hundred dollars per year, which 
shall be paid by the State; each .Commissioner shall, before 
entering upon the duties of office, take an oath to discharge 
faithfully the duties of his office ; and they shall each receive 
an annual salary of two thousand dollars and their actual neces- 
sary traveling expenses while engaged in the discharge of their 
duties, which, together with the salary of the secretary, shall 
be paid in the same manner as the salary of the Governor, ex- 
cept that before any expenses are paid the chairman of the 
Commission shall file with the Auditor an itemized statement of 
said expenses, signed by him and approved by the Governor, 
which statement shall be filed before any warrant can* be issued 
therefor. 

§ 230. At the regular election in 1895, and every four years- 
thereafter, there shall be elected one Commissioner from each of 
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the districts hereafter designated, by the qualified voters thereof, 
who shall take his office on the fifth Tuesday next succeeding 
his election, and hold the same for four years, and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. 

§ 231. For the purpose of electing Commissioners the State is 
divided into three districts, the first composed of the counties of 
Meade, Hardin, Larue, Hart, Metcalfe, Barren, Monroe, Allen, 
Simpson, Warren, Edmonson, Grayson, Breckinridge, Hancock, 
Ohio, Butler, Logan, Todd, Muhlenberg, McLean, Daveiss, Hen- 
derson, Webster, Hopkins, Christian, Trigg, Caldwell, Lyon, 
Crittenden, Union, Livingston, Marshall, Calloway, Graves, 
McCracken, Ballard, Hickman, Fulton and Carlisle. The sec- 
ond composed of the counties of Gallatin, Owen, Scott, Fayette, 
Jessamine, Pulaski, Wayne, Clinton, Russell, Casey, Lincoln, 
Garrard, Boyle, Mercer, Anderson, Woodford, Franklin, Henry, 
Oldham, Carroll, Trimble, Jefferson, Shelby, Spencer, Bullitt, 
Nelson, Washington, Marion, Taylor, Green, Adair and Cum- 
berland. The third composed of the counties of Boone, Kenton, 
Grant, Harrison, Bourbon, Clark, Estill, Madison, Jackson, 
Laurel, Rockcastle, Whitley, Knox, Bell, Harlan, Leslie, Perry, 
Letcher, Floyd, Pike, Martin, Johnson, Breathitt, Clay, Owsley, 
Lee, Powell, Montgomery, Bath, Nicholas, Fleming, Robertson, 
Pendleton, Bracken, Campbell, Lewis, Mason, Greenup, Rowan, 
Carter, Elliott, Boyd, Lawrence, Morgan, Magoffin, Wolfe, Men- 
efee and Knott. 

§ 232. Every railroad company shall, on or before the first day 
of September in each year, make and transmit to the Commis- 
sion, at its office in Frankfort, under oath of the president or 
manager of the company, a full and true statement of the affairs 
of said company as the same existed on the first day of the 
preceding July, specifying : 

1st. The amount of capital stock paid up, and the names of 
the owners thereof, and amounts owned by each, and the resi- 
dence of each stockholder as far as known. 

2d. The amount of its assets and liabilities. 

3d. The names and places of residence of its general officers. 

4th. The amount of cash paid to the company on account of 
the original capital stock. 

6th. The amount of f anded debt. 
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6tb. The amount of floating debt. 

7 th. The estimated value of the road-bed, including iron and 
bridges. 

8th. The estimated valae of rolling stock. 

9tb. The estimated value of stations, buildings and fixtures. 

10th. The estimated value of other property. 

11th. The length of single main track. 

12th. The length of double main track. 

13th. The length of branches ; stating length of single and of 
-double track. 

14th. The aggregate length of siding and other tracks not 
above enumerated. 

16th. The number of miles run by passenger trains during the 
year preceding the making of the report. 

16th. The number of miles run by freight trains during the 
same period. 

17th. The number of tons of through freight carried, and the 
number of tons of local freight during the same period. 

18th. The monthly earnings for the transportation of passen- 
gers during the same time. 

19th. The monthly earnings for the transportation of freight 
during the same time. 

20th. The monthly earnings from all other sources respectively. 

21st. The amount of expenses incurred in running of passen- 
ger trains during the same time. 

22d. The expenses incurred in running freight trains, and in 
running mixed trains during the same time. 

23d. All other expenses incurred in the management of the 
road, including the salaries of the officers, which shall be re- 
ported separately. 

24th. The amount expended for repairs of the road and 
maintenance of way, including repairs and renewals of bridges 
and renewals of iron. 

25th. The amount expended for improvements, and whether 
the same is estimated as a part of the expenses of operating or 
repairing the road ; and if either, which ? 

26th. The amount expended for motive power and cars. 

27th. The amount expended for station houses, buildings and 
fixtures. 
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28th. All other expenses for maintenance of way. 

29th. All other expenses for other purposes. 

30th. The number of tons of frei/sfht carried one mile. 

31st. The amount received per ton per mile. 

82d. The average distance each ton was hauled, and the aver- 
age cost of hauling a ton of freight one mile. 

83d. What freight and transportation companies run on it* 
road, and on what terms, and whether such transportation com- 
panies use the carg of the railroad company, or cars furnished 
by themselves. 

34th. Whether the freight or cars of such transportation com- 
panies are given any preference in speed or order of transporta- 
tion ; and, if so, in what particular ? The Commission may 
propound any additional interrogatories, which shall be an- 
swered by such company in the same manner as those specified 
in the foregoing section ; and the Commission shall furnish to 
each company in proper time blanks upon which to answer the 
foregoing, and such other questions as may be propounded. 

§ 233. Said Commission shall examine all through freight 
rates from points out of this State to points into this State ; and 
whenever they find that a through rate charged into or out of 
this State is excessive or unreasonable, or discriminating in its 
nature, they shall call the attention of the railroad officials in 
this State to the fact, and to urge them of the propriety of 
changing such rates. And when such rates are not changed, it 
shall be the duty of said Commission to present the facts to the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission and appeal to it for relief, 
and they shall receive upon application the services of the At- 
torney-General of this State and into the condition, manage- 
ment, and all other matters concerning the business of railroads 
in this State, so far as the same pertain to the relation of such 
railroads to the public, and whether such railroad corporations, 
their officers and employes, comply with the laws of the State ; 
and whencfver it shall come to their knowledge, or they shall 
have reason to believe, that the laws affecting railroad corpora- 
tions in their business relations to tl:e public have been violated, 
they shall prosecute, or cause to be prosecuted, the corporations 
or persons guilty of such violations. 

§ 234. They shall have the power to examine, under oath, any^ 
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person, or the directors, officers, afi:ents and employes of any 
railroad corporation doing business in this State, concerning the 
management of its affairs, and to obtain information pursuant 
to this law ; and shall have power to issae subpoenas for the 
attendance of witnesses, and to administer oaths; and any 
person who shall neglect or refuse to obey the process of sub- 
poenas issued by said Commission, or who, being in attendance, 
shall refuse to testify, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction thereof, shall be punished for each offense 
by a fine of not less than fifty dollars nor more than one hundred 
•dollars, or by imprisonment not less than ten nor more than 
fifty days, or both, in the discretion of the jury. 

§ 236. Each officer, agent or employe failing or refusing to 
make, under oath, any report required by the Commission 
within the time req«ired, or failing or refusing to answer fully, 
under oath, if required, any inquiry propounded by the 
Commission, or who shall, in any way, hinder or obstruct 
the Commission in the discharge of its duty, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined for each offense not less 
than five hundred nor more than one thousand dollars; and 
it shall be the duty of the Commission to prosecute the person 
offending ; and the Franklin Circuit Court, or the circuit court 
of any county through which the railroad runs, the officers, 
agents or employe of which has violated the provisions of this 
section, shall have jurisdiction of such prosecution ; and it 
shall be the duty of the Commonwealth's attorney to prosecute 
all indictments, actions and proceedings under this law. 

§ 236. The Commission shall hear and determine cohiplaints 
under sections 223, 224 and 226. Such complaints shall be made 
in writing, and they shall give the company complained of not 
less than ten days' notice of the time and place of the hearing 
of the same. They shall hear and reduce to writing all the evi- 
dence adduced by the parties, and render such award as may be 
proper. If the award of the Commission be not satisfied within 
ten days after the same is rendered, the chairman shall tile a 
copy of said award, and the evidence heard, in the office of the 
clerk of the circuit court of the county, which, under the Code 
.of Practice, would have jurisdiction of said controversy, and 
the clerk of said court shall enter the same on the docket for 
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trial ; and sammons shall be issued as in other cases against the 
party against whom the award shall have been rendered, requir- 
ing said party to appear in the court, within the time allowed in 
ordinary cases, and show cause why said award shall not be 
satisfied. If such party fails to appear, judgment shall be ren- 
dered by default, and the same proceedings had thereon as in 
other ordinary cases. If a trial is demanded, the case shall be 
tried, in all respects, as other ordinary cases in which the same 
amount is involved, except that no evidence shall be introduced 
by either party except that heard by the Commission, except 
such as the court shall be satisfied, by sworn testimony, conld 
not have been produced before the Commission by the exercise 
of reasonable diligence ; the judgment and proceedings thereon 
shall be the same as in other ordinary cases. 

§ 237. Whenever, in the judgment of the Commission, after a 
personal examination of the same, it shall appear that repairs 
are necessary upon any railroad, or when from complaint made 
or their own knowledge, they shall have reason to believe that 
the tracks, bridges, tunnels or other structures of any company 
are in an unsafe or dangerous condition, or unfit for public 
travel, or that any additions to, improvements or changes in the 
stations or terminal facilities are needed for the convenience and 
security of the public, they shall give notice in writing to the 
company owning or operating such road of the repairs, improve- 
ments or changes they deem proper and necessary, and shall 
afford such corporation an opportunity to be heard in reference 
thereto ;, and if the company shall neglect or refuse to make 
such repairs, improvements or changes within a reasonable time 
after such hearing, if a hearing is requested by the company, 
and the Commission shall believe that such improvements or 
changes are proper and necessary after a hearing, if one is had, 
they shall lay the facts before the Attorney-General for his 
action, and shall report the same fully to the next Legislature ; 
no examination, request, advice or report of the Commission 
shall, in any way, aflfect the duties or obligations of any com- 
pany or relieve it from any liability. 

§ 238. The Commission shall not be required to give publicity 
to any contracts, leases or engagements obtained by them in 
their official capacity, if the interest of any company would 
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thereby be injuriously aflfectei, unless, in tha judgment of the 
Commission, the public interest requires it. 

§ 239. The Commissioners, nor either of them, shall, directly 
or indirectly, solicit or request from, or recommend to, any rail- 
road company, or any officer, attorney, agent or employe 
thereof, the appointment of any person to any place or position, 
nor shall any company offer to them or either of them any place 
or appointment for themselves or other persons, nor shall they 
or either of them, directly or indirectly, request, accept or re- 
ceive any present, gift or gratuity of any kind, from any com- 
pany. A violation of the provisions or any of them of this 
section shall subject the person or corporation so violating to a 
fine of not less than one thousand nor more than five thousand- 
dollars, to be recovered by indictment as other penalties for 
violation of law are. 

§ 240. For a copy of any record on file in their office they 
shall charge and receive the same fees that are charged by the 
Secretary of State for similar services, and shall cover into the 
State Treasury any amount so received. 

§ 241. The Commission shall 'annually, on the first day of 
December, make a report to the Governor of all matters relating 
to their office for the preceding year, and such as will disclose 
the practical workings of the railroads in this State, and such 
suggestions in relation thereto as they may deem necessary and 
proper, and shall have printed and lay before each Legislature, 
within the first ten days of its session, five hundred copies of 
their reports for the preceding two years. 

SUBDIVISION IV. CONDEMNATION OF LAND. 

§242. When any company authorized to construct a railroad 
shall be unable to contract with the owner of any land or 
material necessary for its use for the purpose thereof, it shall 
file, in the office of the clerk of the county court, a particular 
description of the land and material sought to be condemned, 
and may apply to the county court to appoint commissioners to 
assess the damages the owner or owners thereof may be entitled 
to receive, and thereupon the said court shall appoint three im- 
partial housekeepers of the county who are owners of land, and 
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who shall be sworn to faithfully and impartialJy discharge their 
duties under this law. 

§ 243. It shall be the duty of said commissioners to view the 
land and material, and to award to the owner or owners the 
value of the land or material taken, which shall be stated sepa- 
rately ; and they shall also award the damages, if any, resulting 
to the adjacent lands of the owner, considerin/s: the purposes for 
which it is taken ; but shall deduct from such incidental dam- 
ages the value, if any, of the advantages and benefits that will 
accrue to such adjacent lands from the construction and prudent 
operation of the railroad proposed to be constructed. They 
shall return a report in writing to the office of the clerk of said 
/court, stating their award, and shall describe, in their report, 
the land and material condemned, give the names of the 
owners, and whether non residents of the State, infants, of 
unsound mind, or married women. 

§ 244. Upon the application of said company, and upon tiling 
such affidavits as may be necessary, the clerk of said court shall 
issue process against the owners to show cause why the said re- 
port should not be confirmed, and shall make such orders as to 
non-residents and persons under disability as are required by 
the Civil Code of Practice in actions against them in the circuit 
court. 

§ 245. At the first regular term of the county court, after the 
owners shall have been summoned the length of time prescribed 
by the Civil Code of Practice before an answer is required, it 
shall be the duty of the court to examine said report, and if it 
shall appear to be in conformity to this law, and to the extent 
that no exceptions have been tiled thereto by either party, it 
shall confirm said report as against the owners not excepting. 

§ 246. When exceptions shall be filed by either party, the 
court shall forthwith cause a jury to be empaneled to try the 
issues of fact made by the exceptions, and each juror shall be 
allowed one dollar per day for his services, to be taxed as cost. 
In assessing the damages the jury shall be governed by the rule 
prescribed in section 248 of this law ; and upon the request of 
either party, may be sent by the court, in charge of the sheriff, 
to view the land or material. It sufficient cause be not shown 
for setting aside the verdict, the court shall render judgment in 
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•conformity thereto, amd shall make suoh orders as may be proper 
ior the conveyance of the title upon the payment of the damages 
assessed. Either party may appeal to the circnit court, by ex- 
ecuting bond as required in other cases, within- thirty days, 
and the appeal shall be tried de novoj upon the confirmation of 
:the report of the commissioners by the county court, or the 
assessment of damages by said court, as herein provided, and 
i;he payment to the owners of the amount due, as shown by the 
report of the commissioners when confirmed, or as shown by 
the judgment of the county court. When the damages are 
assessed by said court, and all cost adjudged to the owner, 
the railroad company shall be entitled to take possession of said 
land and material, and to use and control the same for the pur- 
pose for which it was condemned, as fully as if the title had 
been conveyed to it. But when an appeal shall be taken from 
the judgment of the county court by the company, it shall not 
'be entitled to take possession of the land or material condemned 
until it shall have paid into court the damages assessed and all 
costs. All money paid into court under the provisions of this 
law shall be received by the clerk of the court, and held subject 
to the order of the court, for which he and his sureties on his 
official bond shall be responsible to the persons entitled thereto. 
§ 247. The appeal from the county court shall be taken by 
filing with the clerk of the court to which the appeal lies a 
statement of the parties to the appeal, and a transcript of the 
orders of the county court, and thereupon the said clerk shall 
certify to the clerk of the county court that said appeal has 
been filed, and the clerk of the county court shall immediately 
transfer the original papers to the clerk of the court to which 
the appeal is pending ; and if the owner on his appeal shall fail 
in the circuit court to increase the amount of damages awarded 
in the county court, he shall pay all the costs of the appeal ; if 
the damages are increased in the circuit court, the other party 
tshall pay all the costs of the appeal. The same rule as to pay- 
ment of costs sh^U apply when the appeal is prosecuted by the 
.party seeking to condemn land.
